Bombing Outrages 


It fs but natural that public opinion in Europe’ 
and the United States should have been pro- 
foundly stirred by the bombing which has re- 
‘cently taken place in China and Spain. ‘The fact 
hat both the parties, against whom indiseri- 
minate bombing is alleged, have claimed to be 
‘aiming at military establishments does not} 
diminish the alarm felt over the large numbers 
of civilians ‘who have. been’ killed in both 
countries. in Spain the Nationalists seem to 
ave adopted the most callous attitude to. the 
Protests which have been made to them, their 
answer to the Republican Government being to 
‘evacuate the civilian population if they did not| 
Want it bombed. It is avery poor answer, 
Nor does the Japanese claim generally repeated 
in the commencement of their eommuniques, that 
their air-raids have been directed. against 
military objectives, tree them from the blame 
arising from the deaths of ¢o many civilians. in 
Canton and elsewhere. It is readily conceded 
that by reason of its situation, and the part it is 
playing in the defence of China against Japenese 
invasion, Canton is a legitimate target for the 
attention of Japanese bombers, but it is. still 
Fequired, in the interests of humanity, that the 
activities of the raiders» should be’ directed 
Jagainst the military objectives with which Canton 
abounds. ither the Japanese raiders have 
been forced by Cantonese anti-aircraft artillery 
to fly at such a height that precision Js impos- 
sible—and there is nothing in the reports up 10 
‘the present to show that Chinese. anti-aireratt 
defence has ever reached such excellence—or the 
raiding is being carried out without the slightest 
Fegard for the defenceless civilian. It ean hardly 
bbe believed that elther the Spanish Nationalist 
oF the: Japaneso high commands can for one 
moment stil! believe in the psychological effect 
of the bombing of open cities as a means to) 
achieving victory, for if anyone should know 
that such means are not. fraught. with the 
Possibilities of success it should be the Spanish 
Nationalist high command, It is increasingly 
clear that this defiance of world opinion on the 
art of the Spanish Nationaliste arises from the 
desperation of frustration, being denied that 
early vielory which it was thought a successful 
drive to the Mediterranean coast would give 
them. Tt would at this juncture be rash to think 
that a similar inspiration is behind these repeated 
bombings of Canton, but the opinion is rapidly 
Growing that the failure of the Japanese armies 
fo gain that quick suecess, which was so glibly 
forecast at the commencement of hostilities, is 
assisting exasperation to defeat inherent good 
‘sense,

War-Time Economy 


‘The process of exhaustion of supplies, coupled 
with the need for conservation of resources, Is 
following its due course in both Japan. and 
China, and it is only natural that the personal 
appeal for economy should follow. In Japan, 
some bold steps have been taken to enlist 
popular support and encourage popular sacrifice 
{in order to assist the Government in its cam- 
paign. Economy in food consumption, abandon- 
ment of the use of luxuries, adoption of simpler 
living habits and the wearing of cheaper clothes 
‘of a uniform type, the use of alcohol in gasoline 
and many other methods of contributing to the 
feneral fund of resources have been adopted, 
‘The movement has now spread to China and 
Dr. H. H. Kung, Minister of Finance, added his 
‘authority to the appeal in his opening address 
fat the Bankers Conference at Hankow on 
‘Wednesday, While the major business before the 
conference is the discussion of national “financial 
conditions in the light of strengthening China's 
war efforts, Dr, Kung introduced the persons 
note by urging people to live a simpler life, 
Fewer cigarettes, simpler clothing, earlier bed- 
times to consume less kerosene and electricity, 
simpler house furnishings were among the 
sacrifices the Chinese people were called upon 
to make. He also referred to food and gave 
ood advice when he remarked that “Elaborate 
‘meals and entertaining are out of place, A 
simple diet will do much to Improve health and 
efficieney," but as long ao he did not refer to 
some of the horrible concoctions the British 
public had to swallow during the Great War 
the body politic ought not to suffer much 
through co-operation with him, 














The Eleventh Hour 


‘The hurry of the Hongkong Legislath 
Couneit to pass an Eviction Prevention Bill, as 
reported in this issue demonstrates. all “the 
phases of a government suddenly awaking 
{o the realities of a situation, which for a time 
It had chosen to ignore, With the commence- 
‘ment of hostilities in. China there was an, in- 
flux of refugees into the colony. ‘There was an 
inereasing demand for housing accommodation, 
‘and the landlords,—probably no better and no 
worse than similar fowl in other Tands-—pro- 
ceeded to make hay while the sun shone, Rents 
were raised wholesale, old tenants told. to get 
out if they did not want to pay, and in'a very 
short time the agitation of the unfortunate ten- 
ants grew to such a pitch that tho Hongkong,

reassuring report, and despite renewed agita- 
tion ‘the ‘administration preferred to shut: fis 
eyes to what was happening.

Clark, a former ‘resident of Shanghai, whose 
Fent was raised a mere beggarly 25 per cent, 
seems to be tame in comparison, Mr, Clark 
fought against the increase in the Courts, and 
the law being what ft Is, lost his ease, Eventu- 
ally an eviction order was issued whieh was 
extended. The Bill, which has now been 
assed, is designed 10 protect permanent resitt 
enis against profiteering landlords. and evie~ 
tions in favour of wealthy Chinese, ‘This is not 
the rst occasion Hongkong has been troubled

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China Anxious Keep Friendship 
Dr. Kung Expresses Hope That Reich Maintains 
Reputation for Justice ; Recall of Advisers 


HE President of the Executive Yuan, 


Hankow, May 31. 
Dr. H, H. Kung, in a 


lengthy political conversation with the Transocean representa~ 
tive, Mr, H, P. Melchers, expressed the hope that Germany would 
maintain her reputation’ as a land of justice and of “equal right 
for all", and that German-Chinese friendship would continue. 


In the course of the conversation, 
the, question of the German military’ 
advisers in China was discussed. Dr. 
‘Kung said that a misunderstanding 
rad arisen about the position of these 
men. The German military advisers 
id ‘ot constitute a militry mission, 
each man having been engaged 
separately asa private Individual. 
‘The German Government had had no. 
hand In the formulation of the con~ 
tract by which they were engaged: 
nor hud made any stipulation about 
the conditions thereof, Moreover, | 
the German military advisers had 
taken no active part in the present 
military engagements but. functioned 
merely ag instructing officers. They | 
Were, therefore, not absolutely indis~ 
pensable although it was true that 
they had performed their work ex- 
cellently. 

‘Turning to the question of de- 
liveries of war material to China, Dr. 
Kung declared that a possible ‘loss 
of Individual deliveries “of ammuni- 
tion would not hurt China very, bad- 
yy 08. the country had .suificlent| 
‘means to buy all material she wanted 
{in the open market. 

Economic Relations 


‘Regarding German-Chinese econo-| 
mie relations, Dr. Kung emphasized 
that these had always been excellent, 
because China and Germany had sup- 
plemented each other ideally. China 
was an immense country with vast 
undeveloped territories, while Ger~ 
many” was an industrial country 
needing raw materials. g 

‘THe German statesmen, continued 
Dr. Kung, would bear this in mind, 
for in economic affairs one should’ 
think not only of the present but of 
the future, ‘Through clearing and, 
‘other agreements with Germany 
China had made possible 
tinuation of the German-Chinese 
trade and the import of raw materlals| 
and had always shown herself to be 
a true friend of the Reich. In this 
Connection Dr. Kung pointed to the 
fact that during the Great War Chinu 
had not occupied ‘Tsingtao. 

‘Dr. Kung then spoke at length 
‘about tis visit to Germany last yeas, 
from which he had returned with 
hothing but good recollections, both| 
‘of his oficial and his private experi- 
ences, Dr, Kung said that every- 
Where in Germany he had been Fe- 
colved cordially and had been treated 
‘with the utmost friendliness, He ad- 
mired Chancellor Hitler and was de- 
Tighted at having had the opportunity 
‘of making the acquaintance of the 
Fuehter of the Germans in personal] 
meetings. 

Small Incidents Ignored 

Dr. Kung said he ibelieved thnt 
Herr’ Hitler incorporated the best| 
teudition of the German nation. Here’ 
Hitler had always upheld the ideal 
fof justice, and he felt certain that 
Germany: ‘would as heretofore con- 
inue to, fight, for these principles. 
‘Smaller ineidesits were always opt to 
arise, but were easily forgotten like 
yoap’ bubbles and would not affect| 
the true frlendship between China| 
‘and Germany, 

"Turning to the conflict with Japan, 
Dr, ‘Kung remarked. that the most| 
important problem for Japan wi 
how many men Japan could put in| 
the fleld and how great were the 
Japanese human reserves. Japan had 
Inereased her war expenditure to an 
alarming seale, whilo her exports had 
declined. Since her* inereased  pro- 
uetion in view of the, war had to be 
maintained and consequentiy her in- 
dustry had to continue working at. 
the present rate and output, Japan 
‘would find that there wero limits to

‘The planes wore reported to have 
disappeared at 1 am, today when the 
‘general warning to take air raid pre- 
cautions everywhere was ltted, 

Earlier last night the Seoul De- 
fence Headquarters issued a general’ 
warning for black-outs, presumably 
fearing that Korea would be raided. 

Chinese planes for the frst time 
flew over Japan in the early hours. 
of May 20\when they hovered over 
Kyushu and dropped millions of 
leaflets addressed to the farmers and 
labourers. The leaflets suggested that

DRESS FREEDOM 


June 1. 

‘This is the period of the year when mere 
‘man pays careful attention to the mounting 
thermometer and the stuffiness of daily 
existence and is pondering on the nature of 
his ‘summer wardrobe. ‘The question is im- 
portant, because it involves his bodily and 
‘mental comfort during the next few months, 
which are likely to be no less sticky and 
uncomfortable than other Shanghai summer| 
‘months, and the likelihood is that the transis 
tion will be quick now that the , warning 
attached to the month of May has outrun 
its doleful span. If his wife has not 
already done it for him, there has been an 
‘exhaustive exploration and examination of 
boxes and drawers to see what effects, if any, 
have been created by age, avoirdupols and a 
careless disregard of moth balls during the 


period of storage. Unlike the woman whose 
fashion whims change almost daily and who 
would feel a sense of aesthetic ostracism by 
wearing a relic of last year, the man's ward- 
robe for summer is generally based on what 
was left over from the previous summer and 
30 on down the line until complete destruction 
‘ends the chain. Therefore, the two gabardine 
Suits of last year, the white flannels from the 
previous year and the palm beach bought in 
‘an ecstasy of extravagance the year before 
all receive careful consideration, unless the 
thrifty housewife has used them for cut- 
downs for the offspring in the interval. On 
this basis, the male population will venture 
forth ready to face the coming months with 
items of clothing dated by the colour of 
past sunny days and visits to the laundry, 
toned up with’a few new purchases to make 
‘good the deficiencies. 


‘That is the preliminary aspect of the man’s 
summer clothing problem, but a far moro 
important aspect is how cool and serviceable 
will be his kit, and whether there are any 
possibilities of greater dress freedom tending 
to lightness and coolness without offending 
‘canons of taste laid down by office and social 
‘conditions. From India to Shanghai, there 
fare distinctly different fashions in every 
‘country and port for meeting summer incon- 
veniences, and each has its advocates favour- 
Ing the greater utility. From planter’s suits 
to shorts, from Bombay bowlers to Panama 
hhats, the tremendous variety runs tempered 
by local preferences but all connected with 
the solution of the main problem. Shanghai's 
preferences are well-known and variegated 
Possibly no city reveals such a catholicism of 
tastes in this respect for every fashion in 
men’s summer wear is to be scen in daily 
use. It is a matter of bold individualism 
‘combined with common sense, and tho 
revolution for greater dress freedom is find: 
ing yearly more recruits and more support 
‘And so it should do for there is so much 
inconsistency. When a few heroes some 
‘years ago began wearing shorts there was 
Joud tittering and many unkind remarks 
Jevelled at hairy knees and spindle shanks 
‘and Boy Scout fashions, chiefly from the fair 
sex. After all revolutions there are reactions, 
and by a complete change of the cycle, 3 

lance at any advertisements for women's 
‘wear shows how generally has this fashion 
been adopted by the critics themselves. In 
fact, the cycle has progressed and even more 
masculine, not boyish, tendencies. are 
revealed. 

‘This is not an argument for this or any 
other particular fashion of dress but 
‘emphasizes a suggestion for even greater 
freedom in attire in consonance with proper 
standards. Tn many cases, _ professional 
bbusiness etiquette demands obedience to 
formal attire and the result is that while 
whites are worn, clothing is often as heavy 
if not heavier than darker winter clothing 
with the only saving grace lying in the 
psychological effect of the colour. Last year, 
‘a form of emancipation was obtained through 
tho hostilities when usually well-dressed 
‘Shanghai, reacting to conditions and the 
atmosphere of military activity with its 
‘emphasis on fundamentals and general utility 
rather than sartorial perfection, let itself go. 
‘The result was interesting and revealed 
unusual imagination. Men never scen before 
without exhibiting the neat, precise lines of 
‘fashion plate, appeared in much, looser and 
more comfortable clothes, and many men 
who had never before been seen in shorts 
‘outside a golf course or a tennis court wore 
this garb about their daily business and 
‘enjoyed the freedom it provided. It was not 
‘2 concession to slovenness: it was a response 
to conditions which encouraged the change, 
‘nd thero must be many men who regret 
that the return to more normal conditions 
also brought a return to more dignified but 
less comfortable wear. The male dress 
reform movement has found supporters in 
many parts of the world, mostly with freakish 
results. Some of them’ have been distinctly 
effeminate with a leaning towards the 
startling inventions of the Wellsian com- 
munities of centuries to come, Even the 
British Army authorities were inspired to 
‘ereate a new type of uniform for the troops 
based on sound clothing ideas. lightness and 
hygiene, but the resylts did not find general 
favour. But without dilating on any parti- 
cular style or fashion, climatic conditions 
in Shanghal do certainly justify efforts in 
the direction of dress reform in summer. 














TARIFF REVISION 


June 2. 
‘The junction of the new governments in 
Peiping and Nanking was expected to, make 
Itself felt very quickly’ after the union of 
the Japanese forces working northwards from 
the Yangtze and those coming down south- 
wards from Shantung: It was probably 
natural that the first step would be to bring 
about such adjustments of the tariff as would 
bring into foree a homegencous whole ope- 
rating throughout the whéle of the territor- 
ies in occupation of the Japanese armies. It 
has been the declared intention of the re 
formed governments to bring about such 





changes in the tariff as will assist in the 
rehabilitation of those vast areas which 


have suffered under the heavy foot of| 
‘Mars during the past ten months, and 
from that point of view some of the decisions 
arrived at must be said to be praiseworthy, 
while a few of the others are not a little 
naive. Referring to the former category, the 
Femoval ‘of import taxation on. serum, 
vaccines, seeds, mining tools and machines, 
wagons, power shovels, excavators and various! 
machine parts has everything to commend 
itself, for obviously those would be the first 
things desired in commencing any work of 
rehabilitation. The same is true of the re- 
moval of duties on blast furnaces, converters, 
rolling mills, refining machines, and the 
various implements and tools required for 
dressing and metallurgy. They also are neces- 
sary for the same task of rehabilitation, 
‘though when the announced intentions of the 
Japanese are taken into consideration, as 
‘exemplified in the list of gradiose schemes 
drawn up in Tokyo, it is clear that the] 
removal of these import duties is designed| 
for the purpose of allowing the Japanese to 
import such eapital machinery as is necessary, 
free ‘of charge. It is, of course, quite pos- 
sible that the Japanese will have to purchase 
‘@ portion of their capital machinery for this 
Purposes abroad, but even if they did, that is 
Just about to what extent these particular| 
tariff alterations will have any benefit upon 
foreign trade other than Japanese. 

A similar remark surely applies to the 
relaxation of export dues on such items as 
fron, pig and kentledge, including remelted 
Shansi iron and scrap metal, and stecl. 
It is presumed that the large quanti 
ties of scrap metal removed from Shanghai 
a few months ago paid the export duty re- 
quired by. the tariff which was then in 
existence—though, of course, if it did not, 
the provisions of this new tariff will prob- 
ably be held to be retrospective. Neverthe- 
less, for the purpose of regulating a very’ 
‘anomalous situation it is probably just as 
well that thig provision was made in the new 
tariff. ‘The ‘level-headed impartiality with 
which these alterations in the tariff have 
been made is best indicated by the raising of 
the import duty on rice wine (sake) and the 
reduction by some 30 tq 40 per cent. of the 
import dues on whiskies, beer and other 
liquors. This will obviously be taken as a 
very generous attempt on the part of the 
two governments in question to deal im- 
partially between the various nations which 
have interests in this part of the world. 
‘There is something to be said for the reduc- 
tion by 20 per cent. of the import duty on. 
gasoline, trough of course the ordinary man- 
in-the-street will be forgiven if he points 
out that at the present moment by far the 
larger users of that commodity are the 
Japanese forces. 

Tt is somewhat diMeult to reconcile the! 
changes made in regard to some of the 
various items in this new tariff with 
the statement that they have been dictated 
with the idea of the rehabilitation of China, 
the most outstanding case of which is the 
reduction in the duty on rayon yarn and 
rayon piece goods, which appears to have 
been cut in half. It would naturally be 
thought that a commodity such as this would 
not necessarily be of great assistance in 
putting Chinese impoverished by war on their 
feet—though there are perhaps economists in 
the Nanking and Peiping Governments who 
can find some esoteric reason why this may 
be so. ‘The question naturally arises as to the 
position of neutral foreigners under these 
new tariffs. It is at present unknown whe- 
ther those nationals other than Japanese will 
be required to pay under the tariff instituted 
by the Chinese National Government, or whe- 
ther they need only pay under the new tariff. 
‘Very many and serious questions are involved 
in any solution of this particular problem| 
not the least of which would appear to be 
‘some implied recognition of the present state 
of affairs. But, on the face of it, the tariff 
which the Nanking and Peiping ' Reformed| 
Government have promulgated is so obviously 
rot directed for their benefit that it is 
extremely doubtful whether this particular 
question need ever present itself in any very 
acute form. The general conclusion to be 
‘drawn from the revision wf the tariff is that 
it reverts to that of 1931 s9 for as the altera- 
tions are concerned, and seems to be designed 
to avoid that accumulation of revenue which| 
under the Chinese National Government was 
so largely used for military purposes. 


‘TRADE IN CHINA 
June 3. 

‘The local reaction to the revised customs 
tariff seems naturally to have been one of 
caution and the general disposition appears 
to be to watch it in practice before making 
‘any great amount of comment upon it and 
the results of its operation. Apart from the 
political side, however, there was a general 
fecling that as far as ‘foreign business went 

‘the present almost dead market, the new 
tariff made little difference, although it was 
agreed that in certain cases Japanese im- 
porters might profit by the new rates. It is 
a little unfortunate that the figures dealing 
with the value of the principal articles im- 
ported into Tientsin, Chinwangtao, Lung-| 
kow, Chefoo and Weihaiwel during’ the first 
quarter of 1938 were not available  simul- 
taneously with the publication of the ayail- 
able details of the revised tariff. It has to 
be admitted at once that these figures are 
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not complete. ‘They do not, for example, 
cover the import of principal articles into 
Shanghai, which during the quarter in ques~ 
jon was completely under Japanese domina- 
ion. “It is assumed that Hankow publishes 
{nose figures upon information derived from 
the various Chinese Customs stations which 
had handled the goods to which the figures 
relate. But that does not necessarily mean 
that they cover all the imports into those 
portions of China under Japanese domina- 
tion north of the Yangtze, or that amount of 
business which it is believed has entered 
that portion of the country without having 
passed through the ordinary formalities 
which would bring their appropriate figures 
upon the books of the Chinese Maritime 
Customs. It is safe, therefore, to assume 
that the Agures in question are not entirely 
accurate, though they may serve as giving a 
fairly comprehensive. cross-section of the 
trade of the portion of China to which the 
Hankow report published yesterday referred, 

‘The first impression to be gained by a 
perusal of these figures concerns the remark- 
ably small total representing the value of 
the principal articals of import. These 
articles are enumerated as follows:

It will be noticed that over 90 per cent. of 
the total value of $6,227,908 represents ‘the 
respective shares of Japan, United States, 
Germany, Great Britain, and the Netherlan 
East Indies, and when these figures in their 
turn came to be extracted, the following total 
is the result;

‘These Agures represented in percentages, 
show that of the total trade in these principal 
articles of import during the first quarter of 
this year, Japan provided 51 per cont,, the 
United Siates 15 per cent, Germany. por 
cent, Great Britain 14 por cent, and the 
Netherlands East Indies 24 per cent. With, 
regard to the latter it should be pointed out 
that the Netherlands East Indies total trade 
was represented by $156,955 in. sugar and 
$1,336,026 kerosene, So that if the trade of 
that last country were disregarded, the 
United States, ranking second, would have 
done one-seventh of the import trade that 
the Japanese did during the period under 
review. It will be noticed that a very few 
of the articles enumerated in the list above 
is contained in that portion of the revised 
tariff which has been changed for the pur- 
pose of rendering easier the rehabilitation 
of those portions of China which are now 
in Japanese military occupation, but it is 

teresting to note that under the heading 
‘artificial silk floss and yarn” the total im= 
ports amounted to $39,483, of which amount 
Japanese imports amounted to precisely 100 
per cent. A consequent reduction on the 
import duty on rayon from between 35-45 
per cent. under the revised tariff would 
appear to be just one of those minor altera- 
tions operating slightly in favour of the 
‘Japanese. 

It is perhaps unfair vo attribute all the 
conclusions to be drawn from the striking 
disparity in the above figures to any sot 
design on the part of the government in 
Tokyo, for despite much that has happened 
this journal is still inclined to believe in 
the validity of the many promises which 
have been given and prefers to think that 
the wide divergences between the import 
figures of Japanese and other goods is the 
result of those eccentricities for which the 
Tokyo Government cannot entirely be held 
responsible. ‘That does not do away with 
the fact that, whether the Japanese want it 
or not, present conditions are operating 
vastly to their advantage, and it would be 
perhaps idle to expect that Tokyo would 
endeavour to bring any such pressure to 
bear upon the new reformed governments as 
would bring about an adjusiment of the 
balance more approximating, that which 
existed prior to the outbreak of hostilities. 
It may also be true that the singular condi- 
tions which have arisen since July of lass 
year have militated against the imports of 
other countries, probably by the withdrawal 
of their agents from the field and, the 
culty of securing adequate transport, But 
the general impression must remain that 
‘whether the Japanese like it or not (and 
there is no reason whatever to suppose that 
they disapprove of it) conditions and the 
revised tariff may be expected to operate 
even more favourably towards them than 
those other nations for whose interests they 
claim to have such a tender regard. Unhappy 
reading as these figures undoubtedly make, 
they should not lead to too great a feeling 
of pessimism. The general disruption of the 
whole of North China for the -past ten and 
a half months, the collapse of normal trading

A NATION AT WAR 
June 4. 


The discussions which have taken place! 
in the House of Commons during this week, 
‘on the question of the full mobilization of the 
power of Great Britain in the event of ‘war, 
serve to indicate the pecullar ‘mentality of 
some of the parties represented in that august 
assembly, On Monday night Sir Thomas' 
Inskip, Minister for the Co-ordination of De- 
fence, in answer to questions, alluded to plans| 
for the allocation of individuals to. services| 
in wartime, which it was subsequently shown 
created the belief that it implied conscription, 
in the widest possible sense, ‘There is a sug-| 
gestion in the Prime Minisier’s statement in 
the House on Thursday that that implication 
is too wide, and that, had Sir Thomas had| 
more time in which to prepare his answer, 
fan entirely different impression might have! 
bbeen cercaied, The fact appears to be that, 
since 1922, various governments have con 
sidered a draft conscription bill providing for 
compulsory military service to be introduced 
in the event of war, but no scheme has as 
yet been prepared for the application. of| 
Compulsion to Industrial or other non-military 
services. Nevertheless consideration has 
been given as to how tomake the most efficient| 
use of the nation's man power in war time, 
tis just as well that this should be done, for 
the diMeulty of persuading the various trade’ 
unions to relax their regulations in connec- 
tion with the training of sufficient labour for, 
the purpose of accelerating rearmament is an 
instance of possible dangers, When ap-| 
proached on the subject, the unions adopted 
fn attitude from which they have not yet 
@eparted, insisting upon the — strictest 
adherence to thelr rules, which up tothe 
present has had the effect of hampering the| 
government’ In the development of the air 
force in particular, and also in the develop-| 
ment of other technical branches where the 
recruiting of highly skilled labour must of! 
necessity be a matter of very prolonged pre- 
paration and training. “Wanders have already 
‘been done in connection with the air force, | 
as demonstrated in this column a short while 
back, but one of the imperative needs in con 
nection with the defence of Great Britain is) 
‘that there should be in existence large! 
resources of highly skilled labour ready to be 
‘swung into agtion should immediate exigences 
require, ‘ 

‘Mr. Chamberlain has made the position per- 
fectly clear in his statement :— 

While it is not possible to foretell the full 
extent of the demand that. may have to. be 
made upon the personal services and material 

nurees or wealth of individual members of 
@ public in'n major war, itis certain that 
any "proposals of ‘the kind would have to 
Tecelve ihe assent of Parliament and be based 
fn the recommendation of the Government of 
{te day. 
Service in special organizations during peace- 
time will not provide exemption for men of 
military age under whatever consexiption law 
may have to be brought inta foree, and itis ap- 
parent from the Prime Minister’s statement| 
that the maintenance of the nation’s full 
military strength will be the prime object of) 
any such conscription act as that which the 
present government and its predecessors have 
been considering, ‘That disposes of that side 
of the question, Judging from all that has 
transpired during the past week a clean cut 
issue seems to have arisen between the Gov- 
‘ernment and the various trade unions. At the 
present it, may be stated in these terms. The 
Government insists, as every government 
‘must in such elreumstances—and that even a| 
Labour Government—that in the event of 
war the frst duty of the nation is. to 
subordinate every other preoccupation to the 
{ask of winning it. ‘The trade union leaders, 
on the other hand, appear fo think that while 
they will be ready to give every assistance to 
the nation in such a matter, the interests of 
their Individual members must at all times be 
Maintained, and that, in affording them 
protection, they may be prepared to go just] 
fo far and no further. ‘They would be quite| 
prepared to agree to the conscription of| 
Wealth, the subordination of industry and 
commerce tothe immediate needs of the| 
ations, but the defence of the interests of 
Labour is their paramount duty and a matter 
for bargaining. If Labour is ever allowed to 
think that ils frst allegiance is to the trade| 
tunion, and not to the nation a most unfor- 
funate situation must arise, That seems to] 
be the attitude which its leaders are at present| 
‘adopting. It may be in an endeavour to 
wrest ‘concessions fram the government in 
limes of Peace which might not be attémpted 
in less happy periods, but that there is at) 
present a elash of interests between the Gov- 
Emment and the trade unions is all too ap-| 
parent. 
It is a comforting thing, when reviewing| 
the present dispute, to remember that, when 


























Great War, the suspension of certain con-| 
stitutional rights, the passage of a conscription 
Bill—a thing hitherto unbelievable in Great 
Britain—and the enactment of D.O.R.A. of| 
peacetime infamy, Great Britain was brought 
4s near a totalitarian state as it has ever been, 
since the dictatorship of Oliver Cromwell. If 
ever Great Britain is forced into war again 
its democratic ideals may suffer even more, 
for everything will have to be subordinated 
to the will to win. Capital and Labour will 
have to sink their interests in the common 
weal, and, if they will not, they will be made 
to. This journal conceives of a British Gov- 
ernment "proposing and passing through 
Parliament within a few hours of the outbreak 
of war, legislation undreamt of twenty four 
years ago. In the future there can be no 
altering with Derby schemes, excellent as 
that proved as a temporary measure; the 
government will have o grasp the nettle 
firmly, and the nation will have speedily to 
be shown what are its responsibilities and 
the manner in which they have to be met 
by every section. ‘That is what nations who| 
may become enemies—though it is devoutly 
‘hoped it will not so eventuate—have already| 
Prepared. The new concept of war is not of| 
‘the combat between governments and their 
armies, but between nations, between peoples 
and the sooner that is realized the sooner will 
more factors for peace be allowed to operate. 
‘Labour must learn, as also must capital that| 
their future lies in the preservation of the 
nation as a whole and the sooner they are 
‘Drought to a realization of that fact the better 
will they be prepared to play their various 
essential roles in the event of any such 
struggle as that which is feared coming upon 
them. This may be a study in realism. If 
it is, its only excuse is that, whether mankind 
likes it or not, it has entered upon a very 
realistic age. It is better to realize that now 
than 9 have the uncomfortable fact one day. 
thrust suddenly forward. 











FOODSTUFFS IN WAR 


June 6. 

‘The introduction of the Essential Com- 
modities Bill into the House of Commons is 
to, be taken as nothing more than prudent’ 
provision against emergencies and by no means| 
justiftes the belief that such emergencies 
any nearer now than they have been during 
the past few years. Indeed it may be safely 
hazarded that they are more distant now than. 
they have been for a long time. Nevertheless 
the experiences of the last war clearly proved 
that one of the principal forms of prepared- 
ness is concerned with the adequate supplies 
of foodstuffs, forage for animals, fertilizers 
‘and petroleum. It is clear that the Govern- 
ment is determined that the United Kingdom. 
shall never again run the risks of blockade 
similar to those which the German submarines} 
89 nearly completely established during the 
Great War. It is for that reason that the 
provisions of the Bill are described as pre- 
cautionary rather than preventive, for it is 
clear that while stored supplies cannot 
prevent a blockade—only efficient naval| 
action can do that—the storing of supplies 
against emergencies will serve to cover the 
time lag between any new development in the 
art of naval blockade and the devising of 
means wherewith to combat it, Thus it is 
not proposed to equip the British Isles with’ 
sufficient stores to withstand a seige, but 
rather to insist upon means of keeping the| 
sea-lines open, always with the proviso that! 
a situation might arise in which the existence| 
of reserve supplies immediately available! 
would be a suficient insurance against any| 
temporarily untoward development in certain’ 
phases of naval warfare. Sir Thomas Inskip 
has clearly stated the intention of the govern 
ment when he said “We do not want stocks 
to withstand a seige, but to carry us over a 
period ‘of trade disturbance, interruption in 
shipping and the possible destruction of stocks 
‘at ports.” It is, of course, difficult to estimate 
what length of time would be required to 
‘overcome the disadvantages arising out of any 
of the dislocations which he envisages, though 
itis suggested that the general policy provides 
ample time for the restoration of the supplies: 
of essential foodstults. 

If there is any particular criticism to be| 
levelled against the Government's essential 
foodstuffs programme as at present developed, 
ft is to be found in the fact that the scheme 
‘contemplates the creation of a number of huge| 
stores where such goods might be preserved] 
‘against the outbreak of trouble. The danger| 
‘of such a practice is that the larger such| 
‘warehouses and thelr districts, the larger the] 
targets offered to a possible enemy, and where 
under the new concept of war it is desirable 
to strike immediately at the civilian popula 
tlon behind the forces in the field or on the: 
seas, the destruction of such stores, or the 
islocation of tho means of distribution might 
very reasonably be one of the first objectives 
of ihe enemy. It Is inevitable, perhaps, that 
such goods as those which the Government 
has already admitted purchasing should be 
more or less centrally stored, but there is 
a larger aspect of the question of food storage 
against emergency which does not appear to} 
have received the attention it should. If it] 
is admitted that wholesale centralization of} 
foodstuff reserves present attractive targets| 
to an enemy, then the doctrine which it seems}

‘That cannot be carried out in its entirety, but| 
there is a large number of foodstuffs of 2 not) 


immediately perishable nature which need 
not be centrally stored, but spread throughout 
the country. Thus, if legislation were passed 
obliging every storekeeper to maintain six 
months stocks gf such goods in hand at all 
times, each city, town, village and hamlet 
would be more or less protected against even 
the destruction of central supply warehouses 
‘gr railway communication, It might be 
argued that such a process would be excep- 
tionally costly, and require an enormous in- 
spection machine, that many shopkeepers’ 
might be unable ‘to finance such a govern- 
‘mental requirement. It should not be beyond! 
the powers of the government to do so and. 
while the cost might be large it is to be 
doubted whether it would be of any greater! 
dimensions than a large number of the other 
precautionary measures which have already 
‘been put in hand or are contemplated. 

‘With the establishment of such stores in| 
practically every trading street in Great 
Britain, for that is what it would amount to, 
a supply of food, which in normal times 
would be consumed in six months, but which 
under a rationing system would last con- 
siderably Tanger, would be in existence. It} 
‘would be independent of ‘the larger supplies| 
already accumulated by the Government, and 
what is of the greater importance would be 
immediately available in the event of war 
and would delay the moment when a final 
call had to be made on the reserves which| 
the Government has already accumulated. It] 
would consequently give the fighting services| 
all the greater margin of time in meeting the| 
new developments which it may reasonably 
be expected ‘any potential enemy will have 
up his sleeve. Thus in the Great War, the 
development of the German submarine 
blockade gave the British Government many 
an.anxious moment until means of adequately 
dealing with it were devised. It is just that| 
period against which the food supplies of 
Great Britain need to be protected by the 
accumulation tf sufficient stores. ‘The pro- 
poser of the suggestion under review did not| 
contend that this should replace the scheme 
already prepared by the government, but 
might set up as a subsidiary means of 
carrying out the general scheme. It has about 
it the attractive feature that such stores would 
not be so vulnerable as those stored in re- 
cognized centres—and it must be remembered 
that no part of the British Isles is really safe 
from the visitation of the average bomber, 
though the defence might ‘great deal 
to say about it—while their availability might| 
be one of the best offsets to any danfer of 
panic which is one af the chief symptoms 
which an afr-minded enemy would seek to| 
induce in the nation it was attacking. In 
considering all such questions as these it 
must be remembered that the needs of the 
fighting services must naturally come first, 
and in the event of any successful dislocation 
‘of means of communication, those to be! 
served first on resumption would naturally 
bbe the fighting arms. With the adoption of 
such a scheme as is here reviewed the civilian 
population could for a very comfortable 
length of time—certainly until the com- 
munications system was rehabilitated—be 
left to look after themselves wihout any great 
‘drag upon the government. 

















TO THE BITTER END 


June 7. 

With the announcements by the spokesmen 
of the Spunish Government and the rebels, 
that cach of them intend to fight until the 
uncenditional surrender of the other, all talk 
of intervention on the part of Great Britain 
must be disregarded. Doubtless the British 
Government would like to offer its services| 
for the final adjustment of this nearly two-| 
year-old civil war, but despite the enormous] 
Slaughter, the hideousness of the fighting, and) 
the long delay in coming to a decision, there: 
are as yet no real prospects of an early peace. 
‘The time for mediation is not yet, and the 
predominant fear is that such a time will be 
Jong in coming. As things stand at the 
Present time the rebels contemplate fighting] 
‘until they have completely subdued the whole| 
of Spain: the Republican Government is just| 
as determined to fight to the bitter end, per- 
haps in the hope that by some caprice of 
fortune the defeat, Which seems to be staring 
them in the eyes, will be transformed into| 
that victory without which it cannot | 
hope to survive, This struggle in Spain 
has long ceased to be a civil war in the| 
generally accepted sense and practically the| 
only reason why it deserved the adjectival 
description of “Spanish” is because of the| 
country in which conclusions are being tried| 
Jout between-two political ideologies. In the| 
circumstances mediation does not appear to| 
be called for, firstly, because neither side ap- 
pears to.be in the frame of mind to accept it, 
and the corelusion to be atrived at is that| 
Europe—er at least that part of Europe not| 
intimately bound up with the fortunes of this| 
Iamentable struggle—must stand. by, helpless, 
‘until a conclusion is ultimately reached, and,| 
secondly, because there can be no compromise| 
between’ such political faiths as . those 
represented by either side, . That latter 
reason accounts for much of the callous| 
brutality which has been displayed by both 
sides in Spain, There has been a ruthless| 
smashing towards victory on the part of the| 
rebels, and an equally ruthless resistance on] 
the part of the Government in which the] 





ordinary, simple Spaniard has been ground| 
between the upper and nether millstones, 
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‘The bitterness prevalent on both sides of 
the fighting line can readily be understood in 
such circumstances, and, unless there comes 
about a very definite change of heart in both 
camps, mediation must necessarily prove 
abortive. ‘There are other reasons which 
have to be taken into account. The rebels, 
on the map, are winning, They may not 
‘have progressed, with all the help they have 
received, so rapidly bs they originally may 
have wished, but, on the balance, the lot of 
the Government has been. one steady list of 
reverses and the gradual loss of territory, 
The insurgents are not likely to agree to any- 
thing which may diminish the results of the 
vietory which they believe to be in sight, 
‘The Government on the other hand realizes 
that mediation, and its concomitant com- 
promise cannot’ in any way improve its posi- 
tion, and the determination to fight to the end 
is consequently reinforced, It is obvious that, 

long as a government is in being, it can 
‘accept only such mediation as would vindicate 
its authority. What are the chances of the 
whole rebellion collapsing? The reports of 
Gissension amongst the Spanish officers of 
General Franca's army, arising out of their 
resentment over the manner in which the 
campaign is being conducted by officers of 
other nationality than themselves, may not be 
without a substratum of truth,’ ‘They may 
recognize that, whatever regime Is eventually 
established by the victarious rebels, the pre~ 
dominance of foreign influence must be ex- 
pected. ‘That is one of the prices which 
Genemil Franco will have to pay for victory. 
Under him it would not be a case of "Spain 
for the Spaniards” but “Spain for the 
victorious ideology.” ‘That may be equally 
true of the Republican Government: their 
success would undoubtedly mean the samy 
thing, and while the leaders on both sides 
may not care what happens, so long as they 
win, the average Spaniard is likely to have a 
very great strain placed upon his native 
patriotism, Consequently, while it may be 
Premature to accept the ‘present reports of 
Unrest amongst the Spanish officers and troops 
9f General Franco's armies, they are not to 
be wholly rejected as something which can 
never occur, 

‘The average Spaniard may be forgiven if 
at this late hour he realizes that what com= 
menced as a gentle bickering between Spanish 
gentlemen, has deteriorated into a free for 
all, in which the neweomers are likely to reap. 
all the fruits of victory. He will by now have 
come to realize the merciless manner in which 
the insurgents are wreaking their indignation 
over present frustration on the helpless 
civilians inside the Government lines, It may 
truly be said that whatever the Nationalists 
‘are at present doing can be paralleled by the 
conduct of the Republicans during the early 
stages of the rebellion, But there is little 
of use in the rebel pot commenting upon the 
cherry coloured complexion of the Govern- 
ment kettle, while the blackish hue of the 
former is all the more emphasized by the fact 
that humanly speaking victory being ultimate- 
ly in their hands these demonstrations of 
inhuman frightfulness, having nothing to 
commend themselves’ but everything to 
arouse the most widespread and bitterest 
condemnation. If there ever was a side 
which could afford to be magnanimous it is 
certainly that of the rebels at this juncture. 
Present behaviour naturally leads to the 
question as to what will happen if and when 
the insurgents win, Will it be necessary to 
purge the ranks of those who have stood 
loyally by their government, to punish them 
for the political b.liefs for which during the 
past two years they have shed their blood? 
‘The. totalitarian state which General Franco 
seeks {0 sot up must remove all possibilities 
of opposition. He can, therefore, offer no 
terms except those of abject surrender. ‘That 
‘the Government is not prepared to accept, and 
0, s0 far as can be seen, mediation is entirely 
out of the picture. Spain is condemned to 
wallow in its bath of blood until some sort 
of sanity is restored, ‘That is the tragedy of 
it all, “If the Spaniards were working out 
their own salvation things might not look 60 
bad: but a race is having its salvation worked 
‘out for it, and the process is bringing about 
a sorry mess,

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SHANGHAI ‘NOTES 
Dragon Boat Festival. 
‘The unusual situation esting in China, 
capecially "in the arene’ which. nave. suftered 


‘already from the hostilities andsin those which 
fare facing the grim prospect of being the scene 
fof battles in the near future, has -had the un- 
fortunate effect of putting a stop to many of 
‘the picturesque celebrations which have been 
1 feature of Chinese life for centuries. Henes 
today's celebration of the Dragon Boat Festival 
wil pase in Shanghal with very little but the 
‘consumption of the special cakes made for the 
‘occasion, to remind the people of one of China's 
oldest observances. ‘The native banks will 
kkeep today as a holiday, while In many Chinese. 
shops and stores the junior employees will be 
ilven the benefit of the occasion. “As a sottle- 
ment day, it is reported, Shanghai has nothing 
to fear from today. and therefore the shadow 
‘of the nanelal gloom which too often accom- 
panies settlement days should not fall on this 
art of the world, ‘The Dragon Boat Festival, it 
‘will be recalled, commemorates the death ‘by 
Jeaping into a river of Chu Yuan, a statesman 
who lived during the days of the Warring 
States, more than {wo thousand years ago, Tired 
of giving advice to an erring monarch who 
‘would not listen to it Chu. Yuan committed, 
sulelde as a gestire which will never die. At 
first the anniversary of his death was observed 
Im pilgrimages to rivers, when sacrifices were 
made to satisfy the watet gods. But Inter there 
developed the famous dragon boat races, which 
‘wore some years ago banned by the Nationalist 
Governmeni, but were later “allowed on the 
rineiple that what the oficial eye does not see 
‘the heart need not grieve over. ‘These races 
‘are more popular in South China than they 
fare here, and In that part of the country are 
attended by displays of fireworks. and also an 
unfortunate number of accidents, There is 
always grent competition among the different 
‘eogon boats to be first post the post. Incident- 
ally, thete is 9 considerable amount of Kudos 
‘ltached to winning this Face, oF one of the 
serles of races. Boats are often sponsored by 
guilds and other organizations in the eity where 
the races are taking place. ‘The rowers are 
usually professionals engaged for the occasion, 
fand. thelr talent for. showmanship. sometimes 
Is worth a much as thelr skill ns paddlers, 
‘There fs, in a small way, a8 much local betting 
fon the ‘result, as there is on the result of a 
focal’ Derby tn other countries.: And after this 
‘one glorious day in the year, it is pathetic to 
see the dragon’ boats beached for the next 
twelve months, with thelr magnificence dwind- 
Ting Into tinsel until the painters get to work 
for the next year's contests. 


Cholera Outbreak 

‘The early advent of summer, the quick 
spread of cholera in disteiets around Shanghai 
fnd the energetic meagures which the Japanese 
fre taking for the purpose of protecting, 90 for 
fas ts possible, Hongkew and Yangtszepoo, 
‘nituraily arouse some anxiety. as to whether 
the Public. Health ‘Department is adequately 
saffed to meet. the emergency which Is now 
{eaped. Tt will be remembered that. since the 
outbreak of hostilities  Targe number of men 
have ‘either been dispensed with or have re- 
tired in the ordinary way, s0 that the strength 
of the Department "io." considerably below 
formal and, itis feared, not capable of dealing 
with any sich emergency as a serious epidemic 
Tight ereate. Tt is obvious that should chotera 
‘and kindred. diseases become. epidemic in th 
course of the next fow days within the Intor- 
hnational Seltlement, Shanghal will be faced 
Wwith'a period of acute. anxiety of anything from 
Inree™ ‘and a ‘halt months. Tt Io not "known 
hhow many of the staf of the Public 
Heaith Department, being Iecally enyaited, are 
still avallable, but if there aca any, it is suse 
gested. that steps should be taken for’ their 

wzagement, ‘atleast temporarily, while any, 
‘measure calculated to make the’ Department 
Stronger than it Is at present would be heartily 
‘welcomed. ‘There is in this no desire to eriti- 
tlie either the Department cr the Council, for 
{wos not reasonable to believe in the early 
days" of the hostilities that they would have 
byeen continued in the way they are being now. 
But it seems apparent that it would be better 
to-spend money nov, in anticipation of trouble, 
than to lay ‘out those large funds. whieh may 
bo necessary. it the situation which is feared 
ever gels out of control. 


Cholera Certificates 

From today, it is compulsory as far as areas| 
under Japanese army control are concerned 
for both’ foreigners and Chinese to ‘possess 
feertiteates of cholera Inoculation, and’ these

and North China ports In Japanese possession 
the same regulation applies. It was stated. by’ 
the Japanese authorities recently that a certi- 
fleate signed by any doctor, including Chinese, 
is acceptable as the necessary evidence re: 
quired, but experiences of the last few days 
do not indicate this. Doctors’ certificates vary 
Jn character and as there are doctors of many 
nnationalitjes it is to be expected that certificates 
in a variety of languages will be offered and 
it cannot be expected that the Japanese sentriés 
fon duly possess that multi-lingual knowledge 
‘which Will ensure the possessor of a certifleata 
smooth passage into Japanese-controlled terri- 
tory. In some eases, Japanese certificates have 
been issued and it perhaps would be a practical 
seheme to establish a eentral office where cer- 
tifeates ‘could be stamped with an offal 
Japanese “chop” intelligible to the sentries rather 
‘than the presentation of a document which they 
possibly cannot understand, despite the degree 
of medical authority with which it is endorsed. 
As the Japanese are fully determined to en-

The greater hardship 
for the poor comes from the scarcity 
of rickshaws. They supply trans- 
portation for those with a fow dimes 
only for travel. 

"The booths and stands which havo 
been put up where people are gather= 
fed in greatest numbers are the most 
conspicuous objects in Nanking. They 
fare bullt of the most motley variety 
of materials, salvaged In very many 
cases from partly burned houses or 
shops and even from buildings not 
damaged but standing untenanted, 
Many handsome buildings now aro 
merely a. shell of four walls,” with 
doors. and windows gone, flooring 
prized up and taken away, tiles re- 
moved from the roof and plumbing 
Axtures and locks stolen, All the

In the South City, one of the most 
thickly: settled districts in Nanking, 
there are a few shops open. ‘The 
goods displayed consist of food, chlet= 
fy rice, salt, biscults and dried, salt 
fish, Other’ articles of common Use 
displayed are cloth, and no cloth shop 
hag ite shelves full, stravf hats of 
{ocal manufacture, cloth shoes, soap, 
matches, paper, candies, baskets and 
native medicines. 

"The merchants have in many cases 
‘opened for business In partly burned 
Bulldings, Side by side with a shop, 
trading’ in such things as are to bo 
had, will be a toppling wall, with 
burnt timbers standing out, or. tho 
shell of fine bank bullding.

Financial conditions since the start 
of the “present shostilities. were. re-| 
viewed at the closing session of the! 
conference by Dr, 4 H.. Kung, 
President of the Executive, Yuon and;

Dr. Kung declared that outside the 
war areas, where withdrawal of de-| 
posits beeame evident when warfare|

their depositors. 

Despite the war, he went on, there 
had been a continuous demand for| 
Chinese vcurreney ‘notes in the in- 
terior, The amount of remittances| 
had shown a great increase since the| 
‘veginning of the war, especially from 
threatened areas to Szechuen, Hunan, 
‘Yunnan and Kwangtung, 

‘One of the gravest problems before 
them, Dr. ‘Kung went on, was to 
alleviate the plight of the farmers 
who not only lacked capital but had| 
been hard hit by the falling prices 
of farm products and by transporta- 
tion dimeulties resulting from the 
war. He urged eredits to farmers and 
the ralsing of the prices of farm 
products,—Router.

Hankow, May 31. 


‘A desperate air battle, the first to 
be staged over Hankow since the 
terre combat between Chinese and| 
Japanese ‘planes just over a month

Passenger Restelettons: 


Passengers on vessels touching 
here, unless thelr destination is 
‘Tsingtao, are not ‘permitted to land, 
nor are residents permitted to board| 
vessels without special permits from 
the Japanese authorities. 

Foreign merchant vessels anchor 
in the outer harbour and Messrs, 
Jardine and Butterfela’s which have 
kept up a regular service to Tsingtao, 
anchor thelr ships near what is 
Known, as the U.S. Navy Pier in the 
inner harbour or Back Bay, taking’ 
fon or discharging passengers and 
eargo by sampans to and from the! 
beach landing there, under the sur 
veillanee of the Japanese authorities 

Due to there being no inducement 
In the shape of export from ‘Tsing- 
tao now, very little ocean shipping 
touches port. The extremely con 
venient pier running out into the 
outer harbour could easily handle 
What Ilttle cargo and passenger 
service there Is going, but the naval 
‘authorities for no really sound rea 
sons ave put thelr “verboten” on 
this also and rather grudgingly per- 
mit Ils use by the men of the one| 
oF two foreign men-of-war usually 
‘anchored in the harbour. 








Tsinan Train Service 


‘The rallway to Tsinan is function- 
fing, but. mainly for military purposes. 
A service of one train to ‘Tsinan and

Shortage of Rolling Stock 


Due also to the shortage of rolling 
slock—practically all of which has 
been brought here trom the S.M.R. 
from Dalren—very little export pro: 
duce {s coming into Tsingtao. And 
otler reaton for this is that farmers 
In the interior aro afraid to accept 
the new Federal currency In payment 
for thelr produce, as guerillas, Ted in 
some cases by students, preach and 
threaten dire results| for those 
assisting tho Japanese by acreptance 
fof these notes which are being more 
oF less forcefully put into circulation 
in this province. "The Peiping auth 
orities Intend to. elreulate 300,000,000 
dollars worth of these notes in 
Shantung, 

‘Tobacco which forms a big. item 
of export from Tsingtao, is now being 
purchased locaily and’ due to the 
approach of the wet season, formers 
fare bringing in thelr produce by 
every available means, railway con 
veyanee being unobiainable. Former- 
ly, buyers used to. send men to 
Evshilipu_and Fangtsze, where the 
tobacco ig grown, to: make purchases. 

Japanese buyers, who two months 
‘ago, purchased about 2,000,000 Ib. in 
the interior, are finding it very 
dimeult to bring it to Tsingtao, Four 
of their buyers a short while ‘back 
‘were killed at Fangtsze and it is not 
safe for them where their own 
military protection is not available. 
Old eutvency Js being paid by buyers 
for all their requirements. 











On account of the shortage of 
railway transport, trucking compan~ 
es are doing well. At present, an. 
‘American company operating about 
seven trucks, goes as far as Welhsien, 
Wwhich.is about halfway to Tsinan. A. 
Chinese company is operating three 
trucks and a Japanese concern with, 
‘about 0 trucks runs a service to 
Kaomi, about 60 miles from Tsingtao, 
“North-China Dally News” does not 
go further due to the danger from. 
Chinese irregulars. The advent of 
the rainy season soon, will cause a| 
discontinuance of this motor trucking] 
service, The charge for a single 
trip per truck is from $200 to $250 
‘and the three chiet articles carried 
to these interior districts have been. 
Kerosene and Japanese sugar and 
matches, 

Shanghal and outport_ newspapers 
have been conspicuous by ° their 
absence as they have been held up,| 
apparently by local censors, and. tho| 
few that have managed to evade them| 
have been very welcome. Lately the| 
rigour of the censors or whatever it 
hae been that has caused the non-| 
appearance of outport newspapers, 
hhas been less severe it seems and 
the *North-China Dally News" has| 
again been making a very welcome! 
appearance. ‘The “Evening Post” is 
“no more” as far as Tsingtao is con~ 
cerned and whether we shall see it 
Tater on, nobody knows. 

Radios are subject to severe inter- 
ference froma now naval wireless 
station erected at tis Huk, just 
behind the Iitis Hydro Hotel ‘and it 
I not often that one gets an uninter- 
rupted programme, “The Tsingtao 
Times” appears to have roused. the| 
Ire of the local authorities also and| 
besides being boycotted by Japanese 
firms, has had its delivery servico| 
interfered with and the delivery boys| 
warned against such service. 

‘A Japanese concern has taken over| 
the former Chinese bus company and| 
‘an excellent and clean service of new 
‘and fine large buses is now zerving 
the community. 











Market Much Cleaner 


‘Tho large market behind the Post] 
Omice has put on a cleaner appear- 
fanee and numerous new Japanese! 
teashops restaurants and hotels have! 
sprung up throughout the city” to

Soya Bean Buyers Few 

Political developments in Europe 
aro having hardly any effect on the| 
ocal market, but it must be sald that| 
‘an economle animation has not been | 
experienced here for a long time. As 
it is known, the country's principal 
export 1s in the soya bean, and as 
European prices of beans: are con- 
stantly lower than in Harbin, buyers 
fare. almost non-existent. On the 
freight market the situation takes an 
‘opposite turn. Europe is undergoing 
f political crisis. Usually when the 
political situation becomes more acute 
freight rates rise: but this time a de- 
ereaso of 15 to 20 per cent. ver ton 
fon previoiss rates are quoted. In spite 
ff this, those who have beans refrain 
from selling: them, while exporters 
refrain from buying. 

‘This inactivity continued through- 
‘out March and April. The absence of 
‘a demand for soya beans is likewise 
Partially éxplained by the existing 
exchange limitations,” Furthermore 
export is reacted unfavourably upon 




















by the ‘early spring evidenced 
‘throughout the world, which naturally 
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lessens the demand for beancakes and 
other fodder, ‘The export scason in 
‘Manchoukuo ordinarily commences In 
November and lasts for nearly the 
whole year, abating only towards the 
fend of summer; so that the possibility 
of the market sailing out of the pre- 
sent dead calm is not excluded, To 
Duy beans locally and sell them In 
Europe now, however, would mean a 
loss of 5 or’ per ton.

yesterday morning when Settlement 


‘s400| detectives found his skeleton in Cha- 
io | Bel where his body had been cleverly 


Concealed by his murderers. The 
Clscovery completed a case on which’ 
Crime Branch Headquarters had been 
working painstakingly for ter months 
ind which the hostilities all but ob- 
lterated. 

‘Mr. Hong was kidnapped on August 
8 while he was riding in his private 
rickshaw in Range Road. Two men. 
‘who flourished pistols spirited him 
tway, and the gang later demanded| 
a million dollars for his. re-| 
Tease. Needless to say,, his relatives 
were unable to raise this amount on 
short notice. ‘The police were called 
fon the ease immediately. They had 
Saved br. Hong once before, in 1925, 
when he was kidnapped by another} 
sang, whose members were arrested. 

‘Whatever clues the police obtained| 
Immediately after the more recent 
cose were rendered useless by the| 
hestilities which started in Chapel 
ten days after the crime. The gang, 
wishing to take no chances, simply| 
shot their vietim, on August 12, and 
set about disposing his body so as 
to defy detection. With great cun-| 
thing they selected a weed-grown fleld 
in the near vieinity of the Japanese 
Landing Party Headquarters, Kiang- 
wan Road. 

‘The spot was off Kwangtsung Road, 
sbout 200 yards west of Kiangwan 
Road, as ‘innocent and neglected 
looking a place as could be imagined,

Every form of investment and, 
enterprise in Shanghai fs dependent,| 
for its success or failure, upon the 
future of this city. It would be 
readily seen, therefore, that it is of| 
vital interest to every businessman 
fo sound out and gauge what lies| 
ahead, Should such reasoned and| 
forward visioning show the’ way to| 
‘be dark or reveal it to. be bright, it 
could prave nothing but beneficial 
im either ease to be apprised of it, 
Hf the road leads to an impassable 
barrier, ignorance of it is a blisstul| 
evil, if, on the other hand, the 
track ‘brings us to the promised 
and, then great-heartedly we should 
take’ our present punishment, 

Tt ig the first function of manage 
ment to form a policy, and so each 
fof us who has roots in this unique 
metropolis must needs, more than 
ever before, now when everything 
‘seems to be tumbling about our ears, 
sense the true direction, 

‘Whither Shanghai? “No one can 
‘know this of a certainty, but it is 
possible to gauge, with more than 
mere speculation and guesswork, 
what is to be, ‘The worst of chaotic 
conditions must resolve themselves 
{nally into orderly courses, As. to

Shanghat's Future Funetion 

Now, the question whether Shang- 
hal has a great future or not depends 
simply on whether this city has a 
function or service to perform in the 
affairs of the world, specially in this 
hemisphere. 








Originating as one of several points 


of contact between foreigner

merit of ils sheer usefulness, to a 
place of leading importance, 
‘Time and again, the force of

‘Until one quarter of a century agt 
the Dragon-Throned city, with its Im- 
perial klue and yellow splendour, of 
fraditional Peking and. its sister 
emporium of Tlentsin, shed radiance 
all over the celestial Empire, In tho 

uth, Canton, the first trading con- 
tact point, had reached the meridian 
‘of its economic glory in the past 
eentury, to be later eclipsed by the 
British ‘colonial entrepot and fortress 
of Hongkong, 

“Continual Upwardness” 

Slowly swaying between the focal 
points of economics and polities and 
back again from polities to economies, 
at one time or another, this or that 
city had its day and declined, “But in 
the case of Shanghai there has been, 
with comparatively brief set-backs, 
fone’ line of continual upwardness. 
‘The reader may want to interpolate 
here: “Yes, until the present 
moment,” ‘What is his “moment,” 
‘and the nature of it, s thus of much 
signifleance, 

Before touching upon this vital 
expect, it is of essential value to 
understand the why and .the where- 
fore of Shanghol’s surviving potency 
‘and ever-spreading foliation, 

"To get at a clear conception of the 
jrimal element—the ean vital—of 
its success-glving quality, let the 
reader but envisage, with | full 
realization, the high import of the 
following fact: 

Tn the history of the world, of 
comparatively modern times, there is 
fone new nation that has shown 
phenomenal growth and developed 
prodigious power, ‘That _ nation, 
despite some serious shortcomin, 
hhas not ceased to rise in its colossal 
stature, It is the United States of 
‘America. ‘This assoclation of peoples 
hhas achieved one thing more amazing 
than its glamorously material magni- 
ficence, in that, 48 different geogra- 
phieal ‘groupings or States were able 
fo keep the peace as between them- 
selves for some seven decades, and, 
fas now welded and constituted, there 

‘but remote. possibility of their 
‘waging internecine war, ~ They have 
had in the past, and still have in the 
present, ‘serious internal unrest, but, 
however grave, this fs not’ permitted 
to-be brought 'to the breaking point 
of open hostility and armed conflict, 
Unilke the-Continent of Europe, {rom 
where the American people is ethni- 
ally" derived, these 48 political 
entities, manage to get along with one 
another and at no pitch of disagree- 
‘ment flare-up into violent elash, 














Similarly, the great Powers, that 
have met in the Orient and China 
and ranged about Shanghai, have co- 
existed, here in this city’ at least, 
without resorting to arms one against 
the other. 


Formerly an Undivided City 

‘Up till now, Shanghai has lived as 
‘a house undivided and withstood the 
‘bulletings of outer circumstance, and, 
fn the simple words of one of the 
‘most precious pieces of writing in the 
world, “the rain descended, and the 
floods’ came, and the winds blew and 
beat upon that house; and it fell not: 
for it was founded upon a rock,” 

‘The supreme and unique quality of 
it all was that marvellous co-operation 
of diverse nations each bringing in 
its quota of wisdom and virtue and 
‘skill, and cancelling out each other's 
errors, weaknesses and sins, summed 
up into a politico-economic usefulness 
‘unparalleled in eastern Asia, 

On the stability and temper of 
this extraordinary co-operation much 
of Shanghai's future depends. In 
this co-operation, Imperial Britain, 
master of onefourth of the earth's 
cholce places. played, without osten- 
tation, “the major" role, In that 
sense’ it was a Pax Britannica, with 
its supreme administrative " skill, 
fetched from a wealth of experience. 

Fitth Port of the World 

‘The French and other European 
nations, and the Americans. supple- 
mented the master and main work 
of Great Britain at, Shanghai 
and this brought the one city of 
China to highest consummation, to 
foremost place and to the rank of 
the fourth of fifth port of the world. 

"That much for Shanghat's internai 
set-up which was ideal, and Tn. no 
place of the globe so well mixed. 
Geographically, in her natural situ 
tlon, the port’ is the gateway of a 
3,000-mile-long artery running mid- 
way across the whole width, from 
west to east, dividing a continental 
terrain into north and south halves. 
Mts basin and drainage—the area 
served—contains half of China's 
Population. It is, as it were, a 
downward moving escalator supplied 
with inherent and perennial motive 
foree and never in need of repairs, 
providing thus the most economical 
‘means of transportation. 

‘With the above-described internal 
human equipment and the natural 
physical endowments, Shanghai can 
have no peer, 

Now the natural environment will 
remain all-enduring, but the internal 
Aisposition of forces is subject to 
variation and much change. Here, 
‘one comes to that “moment” referred 
to above, which is before us and 
whieh Is ‘undoubtedly the most ser- 
Jous development in its entire 90- 
years-old history.

grip. China's own 

‘moral weakness has been the ob- 
verse to Japan's strength. 

‘Then there is the overshadowing 
factor of the Powers’ own short- 
‘comings—thelr disunity and incapa- 
city to keep lasting peace abroad. 
All these together—China's failings 
‘and those of the  Powers—plus 
Japan's own undeniable virtues and 
‘merits, account for the Island-Em- 
pire's ascendancy now. 

Open hostilities, waged for the 
main. purpose of economic welfare, 
deriving ultimately no economic 
bounty, must needs, by inexorable 
logic, collapse of itself. 

‘The leadership of Japan, however 
fcnatical it may seem at this phase 
of things to be, cannot but recognize 
the utter need for co-operation with 
the Powers, if she would success- 
fully deal with China, and achieve 
her real goal in her relationship 
With the great people of this land. 
‘The leadership of Japan knows It, 
however much her military pow 
seems to aberrate and get out of 
hand for the present. 

‘No capltal- fund in all sanity is 
going to be forthcoming where there 
ig mental, moral and physical chaos, 
ag here, ‘at the moment. 

"And the largest reservoirs of this 
cepital—the three great democracies 
of America, Britain, and France, 
with the second-named still in the 
Jead in this part of the world—will 
have yet much to say and do for 
that region of which Shanghai is 
entrepot. 

Tt must work out nally to a 
state of equilibrium in the relation- 
ship of Japan vis-d-vis Britain frst, 
with America, France and the others, 
iter. 

Now, as to the time-element be- 
fore the dynamic forces can become 
static, itis not one—at least for 
‘Central China and Shanghal in parti- 
cular—which can be protracted over 
several years, because the economic 
strength of ‘the wbelligerents must 
peter out for lack of outside mone- 
tery support.

Foreign Purser Taken 
Captive by Pirates 


Shanghai, June 2, 

A Portuguese purser and four Chi- 
nese members of the crew have been 
taken captive and are now being held 
for ransom by pirates somewhere in 
Sonmenwan Bay, a few miles south 
‘of Nimrod Sound, off the Chelclang 
coast, In addition, the Chinese 
engineer of the Portuguese steamer 
Data was killed during the attack on 
the vessel. ‘This was the second case 
‘of a foreign-owned vessel being 
Pirated to be reported yesterday, the 
other one being of the American- 
owned tender Dollar, which was hela 
up in the Yangtze and robbed of @ 
‘thousand bags of rice. 

‘The Data is a small coastal steamer 
owned by the Compagnie d'Extrem¢ 














Japanese Transport 
On Amherst Rock 


Shanghai, June 5. 

Foreign vessels coming into 
port yesterday reported having 
sighted a large Japanese trans 
port, tonnage unknown, wrecked 
‘on ‘Amherst. Rock, near the 
mouth of the Yangtze, The 
ship was partially submerged, 
only the superstructure, bridge 
and masts being visible. No 
details of any casualties were 
‘obtainable yesterday. Two 
Japanese destroyers were seen 
standing-by.

‘The Data immediately set sail for 
‘Shanghai with all possible speed, not 
‘being in radio tommunieation, "and 
arrived at the Mackenzie's Wharf, 
Pootung, at about 6 o'clock yesterda; 
evening. The matter was immediately 
reported to the Portuguese authorities 
and the River Police. 

‘Tender Dollar Pirated 

Pirates who attacked the tender 
Dollar, belonging to the Dollar 
‘Steamship Company, did not board

The Dollar, a familiar sight in th 
Shanghai harbour for years past, was 
15 miles off Woosung on the afternoon 
pt Moy 31, bound from Changying 
with a eargo of ricé, when the piracy 
took place. At 4 pm, on a given 
‘signal, nine of the Chinese passengers 
on board suddenly turned pirates, 
produced Mauser pistols and started 
fu overpower the Chinese captain, 
ferew and Indian watchman, They 
Shot. the watchman, Ahmed Guft 
Moldin in the left hand and thigh 
‘and then ordered the captain to turn 
the vessel towards Asungming Island, 
Having approached near a certain 
point, the leader of the pirates blew 
2 whistle, a signal which brought 
Some ten’ junks to the side of the 
tender 

‘The tice cargo of 1,000 bags, valued 
at about $11 a bag. was loaded into 
the junks by. thelr crews, and taken 
‘away. The Dollar was off the island 
tuntil 1.30 o'clock yesterday morning, 
when the pirates nally abandoned 
her. During the piracy and sub- 
‘sequent looting of the cargo. the crew 
ind the terrified Chinese passengers 
were-Kept under strict guard by the 
gong. ‘The Indian watchman, whose 
wounds were not attended, likewise 
was kept under guard minus his pistol 
which the pirates had taken froin 
him, 

















Serlously Wounded 


Once clear of the marauders, the 
tender immediately got under’ way 
for Shanghal, She reached port at 
630 am, and berthed at No. 3 pon- 
toon, off The Bund between Foochow 
‘ond ‘Canton Roads. A Fire Brigade 
‘ambulance took the wounded watel\- 
man to the General Hospital. where it 
was found that he had lost a con- 
siderable amount of blood. ‘The more 
serlous wound’ was that in his left 
hand.

Waiting Rooms Always Full 

In connection with this it would be 
interesting to raise the question— 
‘what are the major sicknesses aillet- 
Ing Russian emigrants, and are there 
‘any specifically “emigrant” ills? Doc- 
tors are not a talkative tribe and 
Have an ingrained dislike for inter- 
views, but it may be concluded trom 
fa number of conversations that whic 
‘the older” generation suffers con 
siderably from illnesses, nature 
not yet evolved any distinctly Rus~ 
sian ailment. While indifferent health 
is proportionately more frequent 
among emigrants than among other 
foreigners living under more normal 
conditions, this is explained partly 
by'the physical and psychological 
fatigue and wearing-out of the or- 
gunlsm which is met more offen 
Among them, and partly by the fact 
that the ills that” flesh is heir to 
are multiplied ‘with age. ‘The heart 
begins to skip beats, pain gnaws in 
the region of the liver, the lungs are 
In an imperfect condition, and ulcers 
and eatarrhs choose this’ moment to 
make thelr appearance. These dis- 
comforts prey on others too, especial- 
y'in this climate, but among Rus- 
slans they are made somewhat more 
acute due to the latiers' experiences 
in the years of the War and Revolu- 
tion. “At any rate, the walting-rooms 
of Russian doctors are always full 
Russian physicla 
principle. tha 
nesses-there 1 
this principle has a comforting’ effect 
‘on the patient himself, who is firmly 
resolved that his ease is unique, un- 
precedented, and wanting " special 
treatment. A Russian doctor takes this 
Into ‘consideration, and, examining 
hhim with minute’ care, enlightens 
Fhim on the causes of the illness and 
‘even offers comfort. All the more 
so because, whatever criticism may 
be ‘evelled "against medicine, its 
progress during the past hundred 
Years has exceeded many times over 
all that was known to. doctors, pre- 
‘viously, while its achievements. of 
the last 25 years are no less imposing 
than those of the three-quarters of 
a century.

Mr, S. J. Powell, 


Shangh: 

Wide experience in England, Egypt, 
and the Far East has marked the 
‘career of Mr. Sidney John Powell, 
AMICE, whose death occurred at 
his “residence, 195. Route de Say’ 
Zoong, after a'short illness on June 5. 


Mr. Powell, who was a member of 
the Engineering Society of China, 
end a Fellow of the Royal Geogra- 
hical Society, was born in Chester, 
England, in 1872, and married his late 
wife at ‘Cairo, Egypt, in 1901. Her 
death occurred in 1025. He is sur- 
vived by two children—Mr, ‘Trevor 
Sidney Powell, who is the Assistant 
manager of the Asiatic Petroleum 
€o,, in Shanghai, and Mrs. King, 
whose husband, Major King, is in the 
Indian Army. 

Mr. Powell was a member of the 
Shanghai Club, and the Shanghai 
Cricket Club, and he frst came to 
China in 1902, as assistant civil 
engineer on the Taikoo dock con- 
struction at Hongkong. He held 





similar positions on the British Ad~ 
nulralty dock at Hongkong I 1904, 
‘ond the German Consulate at Canton 
in 1906, 

Becoming Chiet Construction En- 
gineer for the Standard Oil Co, of 
New York in 1908, he designed. and 
constructed “all of the company’s 
plants throughout North China, Re- 
turning to England in 1014, with the 
outbreak of the Great War, he joined 
the Special Reserve, Royal Engineers, 
‘and was assigned to the construction 
‘of strategic railways in North West 
India and Cashmere, 

‘Establishing’his own firm in Shang- 
hal in 1915 for private practices as 
4 consulting engineer, he served as 
‘Advisor to the Chinese Government, 
‘puilt, the Dollar wharf, the Vacuum, 
‘Oil Co's wharf, and has designed and 
‘erected cotton mills ana other struc- 
tures, 

Educated at Dulwich College and 
Kings College, London, he was an 
assistant and pupil of Six John Aird, 
London, his work in England includ- 
ing the Southampton dock works in 
1608, In Egypt he had experience on 
the Nile Dam works. 

‘Mr, Powell had visions of Shanghai 
vecoming a city of engineering 
achievements such as are contained 
in London and New York, his far~ 
sighted schemes including the co 
struction of an overhead railway and 
the bullding of a bridge across the 
‘Whangpoo river.

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Missionaries Murdered: 
Ghastly Story from Shansi 


‘To the Béltor of the 
“Nonru-Cumva Dany News” 

‘Sin shall be grateful if you will 

give publicity to the following ac- 

‘count of the feared loss of two mis- 

slonaries of the English Baptist Mis- 

sion in» Shanghai, “viz, Dr. H, G. 
‘Wyatt of ‘Taiyuantu, and Miss B. 
Giasby of Sinchow. “This account is 
based on the statements of Mr, and 
Mrs, V. J, Jasper, the two survivors, 
‘and letiers received from Rev. F. W. 
Price, the secretary of our Mission 
in Shans, 

‘Dr. Wyatt, “accompanied by a 
Chinese chauffeur, left Talyuantu_in| 
‘a motor-lorry on the morning of May 
4. He set out with the idea of! 
eicorting three -other missionaries 
from Sinchow to Taichow, 320 Ii 
north of Talyuantu, at the same time 
conveying relief funds which were 
urgently needed in our northern sta 
tions, and hoping to render medical 
assisianee to a seriously wounded 
Chinese woman at Sinchow, 

‘The party of five, including the 
Chinese chauffeur, left Sinchow on 
the morning of May 9, Miss-Glasby 
was sitting in the front seat next to 
the driver, ‘The Jaspers sat in the| 
Jorry with their backs to the driving. 
‘cabin, Dr, Wyatt was seated in the 
back ‘of the lorry, but facing for- 
wards,

In spite of their repeated protesta- 
tlons that they were British includ 
ing the tall man in brown 
Wyatt) whom thelr assailants insisted 
must be Japanese, Dr. Jasper was 
beaten and ‘bound, and his wite 
shaken and roughly handled for a 
time, After this they were led away 
by thelr captors, who also carried 
along with them 'the contents of the 
Terry, to a point some considerable 
distance away’ from the scene of the 
tragedy. It was only after a long 
time, and after much buffeting and 
many threats to thelr lives that they 
succeeded in convincing the leaders 
of the band of their real identity, and 
that they, ineluding Dr. Wyatt’ and 
‘Miss Glasby, whom they were con. 
lvinced had’ been killed. were all 
British missionaries. Tt was at last 
realised by the irregulars that a fatal 
mistake had been committed, and 
this brought forth many obviously 
sincere expressions of regret. ‘The 
‘money (relief funds) which had been 
taken from them was restored, a 
doctor was secured to attend to Mrs. 
Jasper’s wounds, and escorts were 
provided which eventually. after 
eight days of trying and anxious 
travel, brought them within reach of 
Taiyuanfu, which they entered safely 
fr the afternoon of May 13. 

Although neither Mr. nor Mrs. 
Jasper had the opportunity to return 
to the spot where the attack took 
place, they are convinced that Dr. 
Wyatt, Miss Glasby and the chauffeur 
could not possibly have survived 
onslaught. Tt is true that at the ti 
of writing their bodies have not been 
recovered, although Mr. Price, assist- 
ed by the Japanese military authori- 
tes, who have done all that -is pos 
sible to help, is reported to be in the 
vicinity prosecuting further enquiries, 

Dr. Wyatt and his colleagues. in- 
cluding ‘the Chinese chauffeur, in 
undertaking this journey, were’ ac- 
tuated by a high sense of duty. Each 
member of the party was setting out 
to do Important work. ‘They were 
Goubtless conscious that a certain 
‘amount of danger was involved, but 
they felt at the same time fairly 
confident that the journey might Be 
safely completed. ‘They knew that 
the road was subject to attack By 
‘guerillas, but such attacks usually 
had taken place after dark. and they 
fully intended to travel only in 
broad daylight. ‘They carried two 
British flags although at the time of 
writing it is not certain that one was 
fying on the lorry at the time the 
fattack was made, 

It soems certain that the attacking 
party mistook the lorry for a. Japan 
‘ese conveyance and thought that’ the 
ecupants were all Japanese. The 
first volley was fired. just os the 
lorry emerged en the summit of the 
slope, before there could have been 
time’ to recognise ‘any flag which 
might have been fying, or to dis- 
Unguish the nationality of the oceu- 

it does seem” strange that 
when Dr. Wyatt, who is tall and fair, 
epproached them with the British flag 
that they did not cease fire. One 
jean only surmise that as the members 
of the band seemed to be rough and 
Ignorant rusties. they did not know 
the flag or recognise the essentially 
British appearance of Dr. Wyatt. 

The spirit displayed by each. 
member of the party was fine, Dr. 
Wyatt the senior and responsible 
‘escort for the group, showed magnid- 
ent courage. “His solicitude for the 
Wounded chauffeur, first in helping 
him down from his seat in face of 
continuous fire and attending to his 
wound, then in supporting him in 
thelr last vain effort to reach a 
place of safety: his fearlessness in 
Jadvancing towards their assallants| 
‘also under heavy fire: his continuing 
to wave the British Mag even after 
being stricken to the ground himselt 
in hopes that he might still succeed 
{in stopping the firing, and his anxiety 
for the safely of Miss Glasby before 
seeking a refuge for himself, afford 
‘an outstanding example of self- 
sacrificing devotion. He came to 
China to serve the Chinese as a 
missionary doctor, and such he con- 
tinued to be right to the very last. 
Had he chosen to leave the chauffeur 
to his own devices it seems not im- 
probable that Dr. Wyatt might have 
Geeaped. As it was he sacrificed his 
‘own life in the attempt to protect 
his Chinese brother. 


‘Those who kno Miss Glasby best 
testify to. the courage displayed by 
her in undertaking this journey in 
the circumstances obtaining at the 
time. She was on a mission of 
‘mercy, hoping to give much needed 
assistance to Chinese refugee women 
‘on the mission compound at Taichow. 
‘Truly both she and Dr. Wyatt gave 
their ives for their Chinese friends. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jasper were travel- 





















































ling to their “appointed station at 


‘Taichow, where they were hoping to’ 
relieve their colleagues Mr. and Mrs. 
‘Madge for essential if temporary duty

Sm—I do not find that any voice 
hhas been raised to uphold a handfull 
of musicians who wrote to your| 
esteemed paper a few days ago, pro-| 
testing, or rather asking considera-| 
tion, of the fact that Munieipal| 
Symphony Orchestra musicians are| 
allowed to hold other jobs besides| 
that in the above-named orchestra. 

Tt seems only fair that a person 
in possession of a well-paid job 
which guarantees a substantial ‘re-| 
muneration should not wilfully strive| 
to prevent other unemployed musi- 
clans with any visible means of sup- 
port. to hold less remunerative posi- 
tons.

It also seems in-| 
compatible that our symphony or-| 
chestra musicians who delight us| 
with classical music on certain oc- 
‘easions, should be allowed to par 
ticipate in jazz or swing bands. 


Perhaps most of us, or rather all

concern us. ‘When we stop to think, 
however, we will realize that these 
‘musicians who cre thrown out of 
work by competition from the Muni-

‘musie but’ who cannot sympathise, 
‘or even raise a feeble voice to up- 
hold their just cause.

The truth 
of the matter, as it appears to me, 
is that these ‘extra salaries provide 
ther with extra luxuries whieh they| 
couldn't otherwise afford. —‘They| 
provide them with extra luxuries, 
Snatching the bread (without  the| 
butter even) from the mouths of the| 
ess fortunate.

Refugee Problem: 
Industrial Co-operatives 
Advocated 


[To the Editor of the 
“Nonni-Cutna Darcy News" 

Sim—In today's leader_on “Hong. 
kkong’s Plight” you comment on the 
750,000 refugees already in Hong 
kong and on the dangers of epide- 
mies there adding that: “It scems a. 
brutal suggestion to make, but it ts 
{to be hoped that the authorities. will 
speedily close the frontiers and 
Prevent the further influx ot te 
fugees.” 

‘Your suggestion is not so brutal’ 
fas it is timely and intelligent, Every 
day refugees from Canton, “Amoy, 
Swatow and other coastal cities are 
flocking . into Hongkong, according’ 
to your dispatch from Reuter, First 
it] Was Shanghal, then the deluging| 
‘of Kulgansu at Amoy, and now the: 
population is migrating to Hongkong. 

Now let us ask a few questions? 
Who are these people? Why don't 
they go in the opposite direction? 
What do they gain by sitting idle in 
Hongkong and. Shanghai’ instead of 
going into the interior and. sharing| 
the fortunes of war with their own 
‘countrymen? 

‘The answers are indicated by these 
facts: Most of these so-called re- 
fugees Mock ‘to the treaty-ports not 
for refuge at all but for comfort. In 
‘Shanghai. there are about 1,000,000 
“refugees” in the International Settle 
ment and French Concession but 
‘only some 80,000 have applied for 
Feliet in the Settlement and about 
the same number in the Concession. 
‘This means that most of these “re- 
fugees™ have the means to support 
themselves. Why then do they not 
move into the interior where living 
costs are one-tenth of the wartime 
prices of Hongkong and Shanghai 
Where “even we foreigners have 
dimeulty paying our bilis—and which 
Jare just as safe from bombing and 
much safer from epidemics? 

Tt you will look into the matter: 
you will find-that many of the “re- 
Tugee” families - living in one-room 
‘accommodation in Shanghai are not 
poor but comparatively rich, Many 
fof these so-called “refugees” who 
hhave rushed into the treatyports are 
among the wealthiest class of people 
inChina. And they have simply 
[Squeezed out the poor tenants into 
the streets or refugee camps—the 
latter being Unable to pay the terri- 
fle increase in rents due to the 
arrival of the more prosperous. It 
is a fact that poor people cannot 
live in the treaty-ports today—they 
go home to their villages, or remain 
fm Japanese areas and" brave the 
dangers of wat. Only those with 
funds to support themselves not for 
weeks but for months can afford to 
hide in the foreign concessions, 

‘Tho result of the concentration of 
rich refugees is that every theatre, 
movie-house,  roller-skating rink, 
Testaurant, " night-elub and other 
place of ‘amusement is so jammed 
that it looks like an arena for 
struggling sardines, An article in 
yesterday's “Evening Post and Mer 
Gury", entitled “Theatre Lights 
‘Agiow” points out that the Great 
World Amusement Resort “is today 
drawing crowds three times bigger 
than it did prior to the war.” 

‘Again. and. again the Chinese 
Government has asked these, rich 
[Chinese to come into the interior: 
‘and help rehabilitate their native 
country in its period of trouble, But 
no. ‘The simple life does not ap- 
peal to them. ‘They prefer to ride 
in motor cars through the streets of 



































Shanghal. 
‘These rich immigrants—not _re- 
fugees—are causing the greatest 


hardship to the legitimate residents 
‘of Shanghai and Hongkong, and are 
driving out the hard-working people 
‘who have bullt these cities brick by 
brick, and who | should have the 
shelter of their hospitality in times 
of. trouble. 

It is not cruelty to prevent these 
rich immigrants from migrating to 
the. treaty. ports in droves. It is 
kindness both to them and to the| 
citizens of these cities, It is kind- 
‘ness to thom because if they had to 
0 back to thelr ancestral homes and 
‘defend the land of their forefathers, 
they" might recover a little self 
respect and do. something construc- 
tive, instead of being cowardly para- 
sites on foreign protection and be- 
coming degenerate from soft city 
life. Why it is Kindness to the re- 
sident-citizens is clear. 

‘All of these immigrants with 
money can take care of themselves 
anywhere. The persons one need 
worry about from ‘the humanitarian 
viewpoint are the true refugee 
elements of the population who have 
hhad jobs or farms and want to work, 
but ‘who have been thrown out of 
employment by the war. These peo- 
pie have mostly gone iuto the interior. 
Already. Abcut 350,000 have left 
Shanghai and been repatristed in 
the Kiangsu-Chekiang areas. And 
none of such productive people need 
to exist on charity. Employment) 
can be found for them by merely 
providing loans for building up new 
Small industries. In order to ullilze 
the productive power of such people, 
the Ministry of Industries of the 
Hankow Government has already 
drawn up a plan for establishing 
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agricultural and industrial co-opera- 
tives in the interior. 

‘This plan for co-operatives should 
have the full co-operation of the 
authorities of Shanghai and Hongkong 
asa method of productive relief, 
which will permanently solve the 
legitimate refugee problem of interior 
China and the treaty-ports, too. Any 
rellef funds available should be put 
into these constructive co-operatives 
immediately, so that not only the 
refugees may earn their living, but at 
‘the same time produce the essentials 
Of life so that others may benent from 
Tabours. 

‘The merchants and.businessmen of 
Shanghai ond Hongkong, as well ax 
the League of Nations and all relief 
‘organizations should support this plan 
for industrial co-operatives, because 
it ig the only way to revive the 
‘market for their goods in the interior. 
Tt will revive village economic life 
‘and raise the purchasing power of the 
people, so that trade and commerce 
‘will flourish again, Where there is no 
production, there is only sterility, and 
the temporary, wartime prosperity of 
Shanghal and Hongkong cannot. last 
junless both industrial and agricultural 
production is revived in the interior 
So that people have something to ex- 
change for what they buy. And ¢o- 
‘operative production is the only pos- 
Sibility of solving the huge refugee 
problem of China, ‘The phenomenal 
Bevelopment of co-operatives In ENg- 
and, Denmark, Sweden, Norway. 
Finland and. other such countries 
grew out of the disruption caused by 
the World War, when normal 
funetioning of the economic organisms 
fof these countries was impossible, so 
jnew forms of production had to’ be 
treated The British Co-operative 
‘Movement created the greatest single 
trading unit In the country, just as 
such a ‘movement would in China 
Which desperately needs to purchase 
Supplies and machinery from abroad,

‘The Official Version

‘Sin —Regarding the circumstances 
which caused the running of the ss, 
Conte Rosso on Wood's rock, one of 
the Fisherman's Island group. and 
regarding what happened on ‘board 
soon after the impact, some of the 
weal press published nows which is 
not quite corresponding to the truth, 
therefore, we would feel obliged if 
you will’ publish in your authoritas 
tive paper the following: 

"The ship struck when the Conte 
Rosso, surrounded by deep fox. not 
hearing the siren of Steep Island, had 
stopped her engines already for ten 
minutes and was just sounding in 
order to ascertain her actual post- 
ton. 

Given the thick obscurity and being 
urable to ascertain at once the entity 
fof the damage suffered by the ship 
and the eventual dangers to which 
she could be exposed, the captain 
for a logical preeaution—as per out- 
standing instruction in similar cases 
sounded the signal of emergency’ 
{in order to have passengers and crew 
reedy at their assigned places for 
any possible event 

Consequent upon the striking and 
the signal of emergency it was but 
natural that the passengers. should 
show some nervousness but there 
ever occurred what some papers 
thought to have to refer in this con- 
cern. On the contrary the conduct 
of the passengers and of the crew, 
in such a circumstance, was really 
exemplary and deserves’ full praise. 

‘As soon as it was ascertained that 
the ship ran no risk, the life on 
board returned to normal with music, 
dancing, ete.

Gfficer on board was never interview- 
ed by any newspaper reporter.

Cholera Inoculation 
What Is The Value Of It?

‘Sin—In view of the demand of the 
lJapanese authorities for the pro 
[duction of cholera inoculation certi- 
JMeates, it would be interesting to 
know ‘what value is attached by the 
Imedical profession to this particular 
[form of prophylactic. I have yet to 
meet a physician who considers that 
‘anti-cholera inoculations have been 
proved to check or prevent cholera 
Jepidemics. ‘The value of anti-typhold 
injections, and of vacéination against

Outlining the case for Miss Hogan,

plaintitt in 1926, and in September! 
of that year, two days before he| 
sailed for India with his regiment, 
they” became engaged. Since that 
time he had never seen the plaintift 
Dut many letters Ind passed between 

From India, defendant ame to| 
Shanghai in 1929, and he left the 
army and joined ‘the service of the 
SMC, 

Up to that time “the two parties 
had been corresponding regularly, 
‘and this correspondence continued uy 
te the summer of 1931 when the d 
fendant wrote to the plaintift break- 
ing off the engagement. Five months 
later he wrote again to plaintiqt ask- 
ing her to take him back, and letters 
eontinued between them, 

Tn 1993, however, the correspond- 
ence ceased, but in 1994 he wrote 
affectionately again, In these letters 
ho mentioned the fact that they could 
Ket married in England in 1935, but 
in early September, 1934, he became 
engoxed to a lady who was now his 
‘wife, and in January” 1995 he 
married in Shanghai, After being

preparations for getting married by 
buying a trousscau and furniture, and 
bad had her home decorated, “She

Lotters written by defendant to 
plaintitt were produced’ in court and 
Passages from them were read.

AMERICA AND BRITAIN 
By SnerusowiaN 


* An appreciable change has taken place 
during the past few months in the way in 
which the American public assesses  the| 
character of the British Prime Minister, Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain. His policies are look- 
ed upon with far more favour and his ob- 
jectives are better understood, He started 
with little in his favour as far as the 
American public was concerned. 

During the time he acted as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer he ‘was associated with the 
failure to pay war debts and some entirely 
justified, if not particularly diplomatic, com- 
ments made by him on the mentality of the 
‘Middle West .with regard to international 
problems in general and the war debts in 
particular rankled, and were continually 
being recalled. 

‘Then on top of this came the Cabinet split 
over foreign policy with Mr, Eden, who 
(being young, handsome and idealistic) had 
Become a personality who was  populai 
‘even if the precise points in which he differ- 
ed from the Prime Minister were little 
understood. 





But Mr. Chamberlain has now lived down 
this early attitude of indifference and, at] 
times, hostility. The reason for the change| 
could be summed up in a sentence. He ap- 
pears to be making an attempt to give| 
conscious guidance to events towards a well-| 
defined goal instead of letting matters drift. 
‘The Anglo-Italian agreement, followed by! 
the ‘Anglo-Irish and the ' Anglo-French 
agreements in quick succession, made a deep 
impression in the United States. 


Action had taken the place of inaction. 
Something was being done to prevent the| 
drift in Europe towards two hostile camps. 
‘The Administration began to appreciate the| 
worth of the Chamberlain policy before the| 
general public, and. the President broke all’ 
precedent by publicly endorsing the Anglo- 
Italian agreement in a formal statement, 

Since the days of George Washington, who| 
warned his countrymen that Europe had a 
set of primary interests which “to us have| 
none or a very remote interest” the United 
States. Government has taken particular 
‘eare not to take any part in Europe's political 
affairs, 

‘The President, therefore, prefaced his re~ 
marks with a restatement of this traditional 
position, ‘The United States Government, he 
said, “Does not attempt to pass on the poli- 
tical features of accords such as that recent~ 
ly reached between Britain and Italy.” 

Having made this reservation the Presi- 
dent then went as far as was politically pos- 
sible in approving Mr. Chamberlain's policy. 
“This Government has seen the conclusion 
of an agreement with sympathetic interest 
because it is proof of the value of peaceful 
negotiations, 

‘The importance of the President's state~ 
ment was immediately recognized. It was| 
praised by many, criticized by some. It ap- 
ears to have’ caused consternation in 
English opposition circles who had been 
basing much of their case against the Gov- 
ernment on the assumption that it had 
ienated” American public opinion and 
embarrassed the American Government by 
its attempts to come to terms with the au- 
thoritarian states. 

Yet here was the head of the American 
Government saying that these verbally’ 
castigated negotiations had proved the value 
of peaceful negotiations. In a debate on the 
Italian agreement Mr, Herbert Morrison sug- 
ested that the Prime Minister should not 
quote the remarks of President Roosevelt 
with such unction for they were merely a 
routine gesture such as one government 
often makes to another. American opinion 
does not bear ‘out Mr. Morrison's contention. 
Nobody has considered the remarks routine| 
and many exercised their ingenuity in sug~ 
gesting reasons why they had been made. 

‘One suggestion was that Mr. Roosevelt 
had become irritated at the way in which 
the British Opposition parties had used sim 
as a stick to beat the Government, Mem~ 
bers of these parties had called upon him 
ut the White House and had been listened 
to with courteous attention and then had 
given the impression that the President had 
‘agreed with the position they had outlined. 
‘The opposition press also had over-reached 
iself in outlining what purported to be the 
President's hostile reaction to the policy of 
the British Government. 

Another suggestion was that some species 
of intrigue had taken place between the 
British Government and a section of the 
permanent staff in the State Department. A 
letter, ran one versian of the story, had 
been ‘written personally by Mr. Chamberlain 
to Mr, Sumner Welles, Under-Secretary of 
State, asking him to persuade the President 
to issue the statement, ‘This tale was re- 
peated in such a widespread fashion that 




















the permanent officials of the Department] 


finally had to take note of it and deny it 
categorically. 
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On its face it was absurd to dinyone who 
Knew the President, He is the very last 
man to have his opinions formed for him 
by ‘others and a suggestion from abroad 
that he should adopt 2 certain line of action 
would immediately have been repudiated 
and resented. 

It_is quite possible that the Foreign 
Minister, Lord Halifax, sent a personal me- 
merandum to his American colleague out- 
Yining more frankly his objectives than 
would be possible in 4 public statement. 
But there is nothing very unusual about that. 

‘The simplest explanation is probably the 
true one, namely that the President felt that 
the Chamberlain policy was the only pos- 
sible one to follow if war was to be averted 
‘and wished to give it what encouragement! 
he could. 

There have always been two schools. of 
thought on foreign policy within the ranks| 
of the Administration, One group took the 
position that the United States had no con- 
cern with the internal form of government 
which a cquntry chose to adopt. Its sole 
concern was with its external policy. It re- 
pudiated the idea that the United States 
should act upon the assumption that be- 
tween democracies and dictatorships there 
was a great gulf fixed. 

‘A country ruled by a dictator could be 
just ‘as much a “good neighbour" as a 
‘country which was a democracy. The efforts: 
of the democracies should therefore be 
devoted to cultivating friendly relations 
with the dictatarship nations instead of 
making them feel that whatever course they’ 
took would ‘be opposed. 


‘The other school took the position that 
unless a country had a democratic form of 
government the world would never be safe 
from aggressive action. The only proper 
course for the democracies to take therefore 
‘was for them to encourage and support de- 
mocracy everywhere and do whatever was 
possible short of war to discourage the dic- 
tatorships. 

To the argument that, this would line the 
world into two hostile camps and lead 
Inevitably to armed conflict. Their reply 
was that if the dictators were determined 
upon fighting the sooner war broke out the 
better since delay only strengthened their 
relative position. On the other hand if the| 
dictators were not prepared to fight a re~ 
solute stand by the democratic nations would 
call their bluff and lead to their progressive 
decline. 

‘The President has sometimes appeared to| 
be convinced by the arguments of one 
school, sometimes by the arguments of the: 
other.’ He has denounced dictatorships be- 
cause they were dictatorships and proposed 
that they should be quarantined. At the 
same time, particularly when speaking of 
South American countries he has praised 
the doctrine of non-interference” in the 
internal affairs of other countries and upheld | 
thelr right to adopt whatever form of gov- 
ernment they might choose. 














His commendation of the Anglo-Italian 
‘agreement appears to have placed him in 
the ranks of the first school which believes 
that democracies and dictatorships can live 
together amicably and that the contrary 
doctrine of inveterate hostility will only lead. 
to war, 

The chief stumbling block in the way of 
reconciliation with the democratic countries 
fe the non-recognition doctrine, specially as 
applied to Ethiopia, ‘There are many people, 
both right wing and left wing, who oppose 
the doctrine, ‘They point out that both 
Britain and the United States would be em- 
barrassed if it were to be applied retro- 
ly and that there was little difference 
between Mussolini's action and the course 
followed by Cecil Rhodes or President Polk. 
But nevertheless it has now taken its place 
among the doctrinal gods of the State De- 
partment Valhalla alongside the Monroe 
Doctrine and the Open Door policy. 





In this connection the comments of the 
New York “Times” on Mr. Chamberlain's! 
explanation of his Government's attitude are: 
worthy of note, “At base, says the New York 
“Times,” Mr, Chamberlain's plan is a bold 
‘attempt at all-round appeasement, and while’ 
it is clear that his purpose is not to isolate: 
Germany, and therefore not to break the 
bond linking the Fascist governments, it is 
‘even more clear that he does not desire to| 
strengthen it. His obvious objective is to| 
‘ereate alternatives ; either to bring the Reich 
into the circle he is constructing or, failing 
that, to build a bulwark strong enough to 
limit German ambitions.” 

‘The “Times” leading article then turns to 
the Prime Minister's clarification of his posi 
tion on the Ethiopian conquest and his 
insistence that British action did not imply 
condonation of the methods employed by 
the Italian Government. It quoted the 
Prime Minister’s statement, “I have always! 
maintained that the only ‘circumstances in 
which recognition could be morally justified 
were if it were shown to be an essential 
feature of a general appeasement.” | This 
statement, comments the journal, “while 
‘suggesting the motives of the Chamberlain | 
policy, implies that recognition of the Italian 
fonquest is not to be regarded as a prece- 
dent. The British Government is uncasily 
aware of the dangers inherent in the initia~ 
tive it has agreed to take....The truth is 














that the international policies tf today are! 
emergency policies, expedients adopted to 
avoid greater evils. 


This final sentence, expressed in different 
ways, contains. a sentiment which is heard 
Widely in the United States today. Ameri 
cans who take an interest in foreign polities 
reluctantly admit that part of the trouble in 
the world today has “been: the failure of 
countries to accept the lesser of two evils. 

By rejecting the lesser evil they have not 
encompassed the good but have paved the! 
‘way for the greater evil. A refusal to com= 
Promise with Germany on her armament 
Gemands led to her vast armaments of today, 
a refusal to permit an. Austro-German

NATURE NOTES 


In England glow-worms are of fairly common 
‘occurrence in country places and may be seen 
‘on any warm summer's night in the right 
localities. They are the winglets females of a 
species of beetle of the firefly family, Lampy- 
Tide, and it is believed by many observers that 
they’ emit their strange phosphorescent heatless 
light in order to attract the males, which are 
much less luminescent, though possessing the 
Power of fight. But up to a few nights ago, 
although having been a “naturalist on the prow!" 
in China most of my life, I had not come across 
a glow-worm in this country. Fireflies—yes, in 
plenty, but never a glow-worm in all my 
‘wanderings. Imagine, ‘then, my delight the 
other night, when, walking in my garden, T was 
attracted by a pale greenish light down in the 
grass by the goldfish pond, and, on investiga 
tion, found a genuine giow-worm—a small 
whitish segmented maggotlike creature, from the 
posterior end of which emanated the light which 
had caught my eye! I left it there, deeming 
it much too valuable an asset to the garden to 
collect and preserve as a specimen, even in the 
interests of science. 

In the fireflies, it may be mentioned, though 
they belong to the same family as the British 
slow-worm, the roles are reversed. ‘The males. 
Bre more luminescent than the females, pre- 
sumably to attract the latter, which, by 4he wo: 
aré able to fly, and so are able to pursue the 
Tight of the males. In Both the firefly and the 
slow-worm. the light occurs in the penultimate 
Segment or two of the abdomen, waxing and 
waning, and, apparently, is under the control 
fof the insect, just how is not known, 

Looking up the literature on the subject later 
in the evening, I learned that the members of 
the family Lampyridae vary considerably in the 
matter of luminescence. In some species the 
Wingless females give out the greater amount of 
ight, in others the males. In most cases the 
larvae also give out light, This raises the 
question as to the real function of the light 
these strange little insects emit. Ts it to 
altract the opposite sex? If so, why should the 
immature larval phase be so endowed? If it is 
not. then what other function could it possibly 
Serve? The question apparently has not been 
fenswered to the satisfaction of the scientists, 
But one likes to believe that that beautiful pale 
green spot of light in the blackness of the 
foliage at night, or dancing over the bush-tops, 
is the love-beacon of some tiny insect signalling 
is whereabouts {o its lightless mate—Just one 
‘more example of the passion that flows through 
Sil animate Nature, and without which life, as 
We know it, could not continue to exist—a. De

I am constrained to refer once more to tlie 
beautiful wild Mower known to science as 
Houttuynta cordate, discussed in “A Country 
Diary” of May 21, which appeared in this paper 
on. May 23, for’ it is now blooming in’ my 
farden, By'a strange coincidence the author 
of "A Country Diary” visited my garden on the 
Nery morning that he gathered the blossom of 
this interesting plant. T proudly showed him a 
‘white bud nestling amongst the ferns where 
my plants grow. whereupon he turned back 
the lapel of his coat and showed me in his 
Buttonshole the fully open bloom that he had 
secured in the country that morning. 

‘The first lower opened in my garden on May 
25. On the same day Mr. W. J. Kerr, Super 
intendent of Parks here in Shanghai, came to 











see. my  stonecrops. and I showed him my 
Houltuynla blossom. He informed me that Ne 
igs a whole bed of this plant, now in full 


Bloom, in the Kiaochow Road Park. He also 
remarked upon the high medicinal’ value of 
this genus of plants, for which it is famous, 
‘This, of course. only adds to the interest of the 
‘Houituynia, which grows so freely in the cour 
‘try round Shanghai, but appears to be s0 tit 
Known to the general public. To the Chinese 
‘who have long been aware of its medicinal pro» 
erties, it is known as Chi, tte the Japanese as 
Do-kot-dami. It contains an essential oil in ts 
heart-shaped leaves called _ methyl-n-mony!~ 
Ketone. ‘The leaves of the plant are used by 
the Chinese as a cure for all kinds of skin dis- 
‘eases. 














‘This brings us to the subject of the medicinal 
properties of plants generally, which is far too 
Big’ to discuss here, except to note that the 
Chinese know a great deal more about the 
value of herbs in this respect than they are 
Usually given ‘credit for. Indeed Western 
Medicine hos in the last few years waked up 
to the fact that it has much ‘to learn from 
the ancient Chinese Materiea Medicas, the most 





important of which is the Pen Tsao Kang Mu 
containing no fewer than 868 vegetable drugs. 
How much this adds to the interest of the study 
of the wild flowers that grow in Chinal it 
gives them a new significance, adding, as it 
does, a utilitarian aspect to that of their beauty. 
A large proportion of the so-called weeds that 
grow in the flelds and along the country paths 
round this city are gathered by the Chineso 
herbalist to be included in one or other of his 
‘many decoctions; and it Is surprising how often 
hhis remedies are eM™lcacious—a. orc. §. 

‘A week ago I received a four-foot snake with 
‘a request for information as to whether or not 
it was a poisonous variety. Every summer I 
receive a dozen or so specimens and questions 
fof this nature, and almost invariably the an- 
swers are in the negative. In this particular in- 
stance, the snake had caused a furore in a 
residence on Connaught Road by entering the 
house from the garden and taking up a strategic 
position on the telephone, thus sever- 
ing communications with the outside world, But 
someone heard cries of distress emanating from 
the Indy of the house and came to her rescue, 
despatching the intruder with a few well direct. 
ed blows on the head, There need have been 
no alarm, however, for the snake belonged to a 
perfectly’ harmless species, namely, Elaphe 
taenturus, Cope, which Mr, E. G. ‘Boulenger, 
curator of Repiiles in the’ London Zoological 
Gardens, in his recent delightful book “World 
Natural’ History” calls the Striped Snake, re- 
‘marking that it is found nearly all over South- 
eastern Asia, He might have included Eastern 
Asia as well, for the range of this serpent ex- 
tends as far'north as Manchuria, where J once 
secured a specimen on the north bank of th: 
Yalu River. Of a pale olive-greeny-yellow co- 
lour, this handsome snake is chiefly distinguish- 
able by a sort of black Iadder-shaped pattern 
down the lower part of its back and” dark 
bands across the eyes. It has a long gracefully 
shaped head and a slender neck, It reaches a 
length of 5 to 6 feet, and frequents paddy-flelds 
‘and the banks of creeks. A good swimmer, It 
may often be seen in mid-stream with its head 
a few inches above the surface of the water as 
Wt crosses from one side of the ereek to te 
‘other in search of food. It is very common in 
Shanghai gardens. especially in the Western 
District. Diurnal in its habits, it is more often 
seen than the Red-banded ‘Snake  (Lucodon. 
rufozonatum, Cantor) which is the commonest 
of our Shanghai snakes, but, being nocturnal, 
fs less frequently noticed. This. species, while 
It looks and acts like a poisonous snake, is also 
harmless. So far only one species of poisonous 
snake has been recorded from the Shanghai 
‘area. This is the short-talled Pit-viper CAgkis- 
trodon blomhofi brevicandus, Stejneger), which 
may easily be recognized by its short’ thick 
body, sharply up-turned snout and heart-shaped 
head, It is usually beautifully marked on the 
body with an irregular pattern, Tt Js by no 
‘means common. The deadly. little Bamboo 
Snake, the Chinese Cobra and the Chinese Krait 
do not, apparently, range further north than 
Hangchow in Northern Chekiang—a, tc. 8
